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DISCOVERY OF ARISTOTLE’S “CON- 
STITUTION OF ATHENS.” 


The Malungeons, a Forgotten People of 
Tennessee-—The New Question 
Among the Evolutionists. 


The discovery of a papyrus manuscript of 
Aristotle’s much quoted ‘‘Constitution of 
Athens” is a great event in the literary world. 
A brief statement of the discovery is given 
today. 

The account of the Malungeons taken from 
Will Allen Dromgoole’s Arena article will be 
found specially interesting. 

« The heredity problem, which is creating 

such trouble among the evolutionists, is 

launched upon here. It is a practical question 

with an intense interest on account of its bear- 

ing upon the every-day lives of men. 

Aristotie’s Constitution of Athens Discov- 
ered. 

The discovery of a manuscript of Aristotle's 
‘Constitution of Athens,”’ is the literary event 
of the year. The Greek philosopher is said to 
have collected accounts of the constitutions of 
158 states. Among these his account of the 
rise and fall of the constitution of Athens is 
the most noted, and ninety-one quotations from 
it have been found in the works of other an- 
cient writers. 

There has been a great desire to possess a 
work so much quoted by men of that time, but 
heretofore no copy of it has been found. Re- 
cently, however, the British museum has come 
into possession of a papyrus manuscript which 
is apparently acopy of the ‘‘Constitution of 
Athens,” by Aristotle. Itis written on the 
back of a sheet which contains the account of 
a bailiffon an Egyptian farm. As papyrus 
was rather scarce and costly,the reverse side of 
the sheet was utilized by some one, probablythe 
bailiff’s master, to make a copy of Aristotle’s 
most popular work. These sheets were not 
long ago discovered by an Araband fell into 
the hands of parties who sent them to the 
British museum. There the manuscript. was 
deciphered by experts and found to be of the 
date A. D. 78, according to the bailiff’s ac- 
count. Thecopy of Aristotle’s ‘Constitution 
of Athens.’’ on the reverse side, has been de- 
ciphered and the text compared with the 91 
quotations found in the works of ancient 
writers. In58 of the quotations this treatise 
is mentioned by name, and in 33 Aristotle is 
mentioned as the author and the extracts are 
supposed to be taken from this book. Of the 
58 first mentioned, 55 are found in the text of 
the papyrus in the British museum, 2 are of a 
nature to locate themin parts of the manu- 
script which have been obliterated by mutila- 
tion, and 1 differs from the text materially. 


‘One discrepancy in 58 instances does not in- 


validate the text, but rather shows the falli- 
bility of men in quotations. 

Of the 33 other quotations supposed to have 
been taken from this work, 23 are found inthe 
manuscript, 5 belong to missing portions, 4 are 
not necessarily quotations from this work and 
1 appears to be a misquotation. On the whole 
the genuineness of the papyrus manuscript 
appears to have been pretty well established. 

The importance of the findis very great, be- 
cause the early experiments in the science of 
government by the Athenians are regarded as 
an object lesson in democracy. 


The Malungeons. 

Will Allen Dromgoole in the March Arena, 
gives an entertaining account of a people 
ealled ‘‘Malungeons,’’ a remnant of whom re- 
mains in the Tennessee mountains. Whether 
the description is a true one we are not able to 
say, forthe Malungeons are strangers to us. 
They are supposed by some to be of the Moor- 
ish blood, by others to be a hybrid of Indians 
and negroes, and by others to be of Portuguese 
extraction. Their racial distinction is evident 
from the fact that they live apart from the 
mountaineers and are to all intents and pur- 
poses Ishmaelites. They are located on New- 
nan’s ridge in Hancock county and the follow- 
ing description of them is given in The Arena 
article: 

‘In appearance they bear a striking resem- 
blance to the Cherokees, and they are believed 
by the people round about to be a kind of half- 
breed Indians. 

“Their complexion is a reddish brown, to- 
tally unlike the mulatto. The men are very 
tall and straight, with small, sharp eyes, high 
cheek bones, and straight black hair, -worn 
rather long. The women are smal], below the 
average height, coal-black hair and eyes, high 
cheek bones, and the same red-brown com- 
plexion. The hands of the Malungeon women 
are quite shapely and pretty. Also their 
feet, despite the fact that they travel 
the sharp mountain trails barefoot, are 
short and shapely. Their features are 
wholly unlike those of the negro, except in 
cases where ths two races have cohabited, asis 
sometimes the fact. These instances can be 
readily detected, as can those of cohabitation 
with the mountaineer ; for the pure Malungeons 
present a characterislic and individual ap- 
pearance. On the ridge proper, one finds only 
the pure Malungeons; it is in the unsavory 
limits of Black Water swamp and on Big 
Sycamore creek, lying at the foot of the ridge 
between it and Powell’s mountain, that the 
mixed races dwell. ' 

“In western and middle Tennessee the Ma- 
lungeons are forgotten long ago. And indeed, 
s0 nearly complete has been the extinction of 
the race that in but few counties of eastern 
Tennessee is it known. In Hancock you may 
hear them, and see them, almost the instant 

ou cross into the county line. There theyare 

istinguished as the ‘Ridgemanites,’ or pure 
*‘Malungeons.’ Those among whom the white 
or negro blood has entered are called the 
‘Black-Waters.’” The ridge is admirably 
adapted to the purpose of wildcat distilling, 
being crossed by but one road and crowned 
with jungles of chinquapin, cedar, and wahoo. 
“Of very recent years the dogs of the law

have too sharp-eyed and bold even for 
the lawless Malun » 80 such of the 
furnace fires as have not been extinguished are 
built under ground. 

“They are a great nuisance to the people of 
the county seat, where, on any public day, and 
especially on election days, they may be seen 
squatted about the streets, great strapping 
men, or little brown wonien bakin themselves 
in the sun like inud figures set to dry. 

‘*The people of the town do not allow them 
to enter their dwellings, and even refuse to 
employ them as servants, owing to their filthy 
habit of chewing tobacco and spitting upon 
the -tloors, together with their ignorance or 
wv of the difference between meum and 

uum, 

“They are exceedingly shiftless, and in most 
cases filthy. They care for nothing except 
their pipe. their liquor, and a tramp “‘ter 
towin.”” They will walk to Sneedville and 
back somatimes twice in twelve hours, up a 
steep trail through an almost unbroken wilder- 
ness, and never.seem to suffer the least fatigue. 

“They are not at all like the Tennessee 
mountaineeer either in appearance or charac- 
teristics. The mountaineer, however poor, is 


.clean—cleanliness itself. Heis honest (I speak 


of him as a class), heis generous, trustful, until 
once betrayed ; truthful, brave and possessing 
‘many of the noblest and keenest sensibilities. 
The Malungeons are filthy, their home is 
filthy. They are rogues, natural,‘‘born rogues,”’ 
close, suspicious, inhospitable, antruthful; cow- 
ardly, and, to use theirown word ‘‘sneaky.’’ 
They are exceedingly inquisitive too, and will 
trail a visitor to the Ridge for miles, through 
seemingly impenetrable jungles, to discover, 
if may be, the object of his visit. They <p 
remuneration for the slightest service. he 
mountaineer’s door stands open, or at most the 
string of the latch dangles upon the ‘‘outside.”’ 
He takes you for what you seem until you 
shall prove yourself otherwise. 

‘‘In many things they resemble the negro. 
They are  exceedingiy immoral, yet 
are great shouters and advocates of 
religion. They call themselves Baptists, al- 
though their mode of baptism is thatof the 
Dunkard. 

‘‘There are no churches on the Ridge, but 
the one I visitedin Black Water Swamp was 
beyond question an inauguration of the colored 
element. At this church I saw white women 
with negro babies at their breasts—Malungeon 
women with white or with biack husbands, 
and some, indeed, having the three separate 
races represented in their children, showing 
thereby the gross immorality thatis practiced 
among them. I saw an old negro whose wife 
was a white woman, and who had been sev- 
eral times arrested, and released on his plea of 
‘*Portygee”’ blood, which he declared had col- 
ored his skin, aud not African. 

‘‘The dialect of the Malungeons is a cross 
between that of the mountaineer and the 
negro—a corruption, perhaps, of both. The 
letter R occupies but small place in their 
speech, and they have a peculiar habit of 
omitting the last letter, sometimes the last 
syllable of their words. For instance ‘good 
night’ is ‘goo’ night,’ ‘give’ is ‘gi’,’ etc. They 
do not drawl like the mountaineers, but, on 
the contrary, speak rapidly and talk a great 
deal. The laugh of the Malungeon woman is 
the most exquisitely musical: jingle, a perfect 
ripple of sweet sound. Their dialect is exceed- 
ingly diflicul# to write, owing to their habit of 
curtailing théir words. 

‘“‘The pure Malungeons, thatis the old men 
and women, have no toleration for the negro, 
and nothing insults them so much as a sugges- 
tion of negro blood. Many pathetic stories are 
told of their battle against the black race, 
which they regard as the cause of their down- 
fall, the annihilation, indeed, of the Malun- 
geons, for when the races began to mix and 
to intermarry, and the expression, ‘A Malun- 
geon-nigger,’ came into use, the last barrier 
vanished, and all were regarded as somewhat 
upon a social level. 

“They are very*like the Indians in many re- 
spects—their fleetness of foot, cupidity, cruelty 
(as practiced during the days of their illicit 
distilling), their love for the forest, their cus- 
tom of living without doors, one might almost 
say—for truly the little hoveis could not be 
called homes—and their taste for liquor and 
tobacco.’’ ; 


The Heredity Problem. 


There is a readable article on this subject 
contributed to The Atlantic Monthly by Henry 
Fairtield Osborn. There is a great battle 
among the evolutionists. 
into two factions and are waging a bitter war 
against each other. One part believe that the 
qualities an individual acquires go to his an- 
cestors along with those he got from his fathers. 
This is the general idea of the public, and the 
average man would be scaled 4 to hear of any 
other notion. Most pevple see, or think they 
see, the acquired qualities of ancestors in their 
children. It is, indeed, a pet idea that the 
good men do lives after them, in hereditary 
strength, as well as in its influence upon the 
public at large. 

So often do we see the sins of the fathers 
visited upon their children that we are in- 
clined to think the disposition to that sin came 
entirely from the father’s shortcomings, and 
we do not stop.to think whether there may 
have been a hereditary dispositlon to the same 
sin all along the line. 

This principle, called Lamarckian, after the 
man who states it, is given in his fourth law 
as follows: 

“All that has been acquired, impressed or 
altered in the organization of individuals 
during the course of their life is preserved by 
generation and transmitted to the new in- 


dividuals, who spring from those who have | 


experienced these changes.” 

Charles Darwin never accepted this theory 
until late-in life. At first he could not see 
sufficient evidence to sustain it, but toward 
the close of his career he was convinced by 
facts which had come under his observation 
since he published ‘“‘The Origin of Species.’’ 
Herbert Spencer aiso held the Lamarckian 
an and with him a great array of scient- 
sts. 

Of late a new prophet has arisen in Profes- 
sor August Weismann, who maintaius thatthe 
Lamarckian theory is not proven and not true, 
and that the son only inherits the qualities 
which his parents inherited from their 
parents. This leaves the theory of evolution 
dependent solely upon natural selection with- 
out the differentiation attributed to surround- 
ings, climate and manner of life. 

‘he theory that acquired qualities are trans- 
mitted is explained upon a physical basis by 
Darwin as follows: 

Itis universally admitted thatthe cells of the 
body increse by self-division, thus forming the 
various tissues. Besides this, I assume that the 
cell units throw off minute granules, which are

Francis Galton thought that this theory 
could not be true, for if it were, transfusion of 
blood ought to convey the qualities of the in- 
dividual with the gemmules into his veins. He 
argued the gemmule theory of Darwin would 
not do. 

‘How is it,’”’ says Professor Weismann, ‘“‘that 
a single reproductive cell of the body can con- 
tain within itself all the hereditary tenden- 
cies of the whole organism?” — 

This is a question which few  peo- 
ple who attempted to follow Darwin 
and Huxley, could answer to _ their 
own satisfaction. The answer which he gives, 
after long years of research, isthat the cell is 
not, asimplied by pangenesis, collected from 
the entire parental soma, or body, but is bud- 
ded directly from the particular cell from 
which the parent itself sprang; such germ or 
race cells giving rise to the celis which will 
form the new individual, also to the new germ 
cells contained within it; the individuals be- 
ing thus mere offshoots of a continuous chain 
of race cells which are, in a planetary sense, 
‘immortal.”” This race plasma has the 
marvelous power, inherent in all protoplasm, 
of imparting its properties through the 
course of indefinite growth and subdivision. 

The Lamarckians, however, present some 
facts which are very hard to getover. They 
cite the tendency of Germans to near-sight; 
but the most potent of their arguments is based 
upon the progressive development of animals 
through long periods, in whieh they have re- 
pair their variation upon the fossils they 
left. It appears that there were gradual 
changes in specific directions, and not the hap- 
hazard variations that would result from inter- 
breeding without the presence of any influence 
working a transformation in a given direction. 

The discussion is of great interest because of 
its bearing upon life. If our children are to 
inherit the misfortunes which our shortcom- 
ings bring upon. us, or the development which 
results from our efforts, we will be more careful 
in ordering our lives. If there isno bad result 
to any but the present generation, there will 
be more recklessness in conduct. 

The controversialists do not seem to. have 
hit upon the idea that heredity may be subject 
to a iaw something like that of chem- 
ical union, and- each individual is 
a complexity, composed .of various 
elements inherited from a long line of an- 
cestors. 

It is true of chemical action that elements 
of certain physical properties may combine and 
form a new substance which has fost some of 
the old attributes and gained some entirely 
new. It may become an explosive or a poison, 
orit.may become a fluid, like water, when its 
constituents were cases. } 

There are phenomena which suggest the ex- 
istence of such a law. Wesee the children 
exhibiting physical characteristics not found 
in their parents, but perhaps discoverable far 
back among their ancestors. Compd@nd sub- 
stances when brought together often con- 
tain elements which have a stronger 
atiinity for some element in another com- 
pound than for the element with which it was 
already combined. Brought together under 
favorable circumstances, the compound su bed 


stances resolve themselves into their origit®I 


elements, and those elements choose new part\ 
ners and form new combinations possessing 
new physical attributes. Take the new com- 
bination again and place it beside some other, 
and a new aftinity may be developed, which 
willjagain dissociate the elements and rearrange 
them. This time the elements may regain 
some of their former physical properties. 

This reorganization of elements may be the 
result of division, where a stronger xwflinity 
takes off some of the atoms necessary to make 
a compound, and leaves a few behind. These 
few make altogether a different combination. 

In heredity there are very similar phe- 
nomefia. Characteristics and physical qual- 
ities appear, disappear and _ reap- 
pear in successive generations. The 
elements of which each new _  individ- 
ual is composed are varied by the 
division of blood, and hereditary qualities ap- 
pear and disappear. Black hair will reappear 
after several generations of biondes. Investi- 
gation will show that, somewhere in the past; 
there was a biack-haired man or woman, and 
that element has been carried in the blood 
without manifestation until a new and favora- 
ble combination brings it out.

AMAZED AT HIS MODERATION. 


Reed’s Anecdote Illustrating How He Felt 
on Giving Up Power. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Strange as it may 
seem, Speaker Reed had some very warm per- 
sonal friends on the democratic side of the last 
house. There were several with whom he 
loved to linger and exchange jokes as much as 
with any of his brethren on the republican 
side. And he has the greatest respect for some 
of those democrats with whom he has had the 
hardest and most acrimonious contests, both 
in committee rooms and inthe hall of the 
house. He is not on speaking terms with Mr. 


Mills, of Texas, but only the other day he ex- . 


pressed the highest regard for the fiery Texan. 

‘Mr. Mills,’’ he said, “isa hard fighter. I 
sometimes think he shows more fight than 
is reasonable or fair, but he is a straightfor- 
ward, honest, manly man. , I never knew him 
to tell a lie or do a mean act.”’ 

Representative Crain, of Texas, is a personal 
favorite with Mr. Reed. The relations be- 
tween the twoare so friendly and intimate 
that Mr. Crain had no hesitation in stepping 
up to the ex-speaker after tlie tinal adjourn- 
ment of the house last Wednesday and inquir- 
ing what apology he had to make for his high- 
handed treatment of the house. Mr. Reed 
paused, smiled, searched the ceiling fora few 
seconds for an answer, and then said: 

*‘My dear boy, you puzzle me. Your ques- 
tion makes me feel very much as Lord Clive, 
according to his own expression, might have 
felt when he was under examination by a 
committee of the British parliament on a 
charge of having acted in too high-handed a 
manner in India. 

“You remember that as commander of the 
British forces in India, Clive was accused of 
accepting for his own benefit presents from 
the native princes whom he had subdued, and 
of being unkind in his treatment of some of 
Clive though of the 
condition in which he found British in- 
terests in India and the condition in 
whick he left them. He recalled the 
horrors of the black hole of Calcutta, and the 
fact that there was not a British force within 
15,000 miles tofavenge that atrocity. More- 
over, he remembered that the British had 
been deprived of nearly all the foothold they 
had ever had in India, and were on the point 
of being driven bag and baggage into the 
Indian ocean, when he organized, almost 
created, a small force with which he turned 
the tide on the natives and established the. 
British empire in India. Then he remem- 
bered how complete his victories were, what 
vast opportunities he had for revenge, 
how thoroughly he had the barbarians 
in his power, and how little mercy the barba- 
rians deserved. When he thought of the op- 

ortunities he had and how little advantage 
c. took of them, of the temptations that beset 
him and of how little he yielded, his indigna- 
tion at the paltry charges presented against 
him boiled over and he could not help exclaim- 
ing: 
‘**‘My God, gentlemen! 
own moderation.’ 

‘And you will not forget,’” Mr. Reed added 
suggestively, ‘‘that the house of commons, as 
a result of that investigation, passed unani- 
mously a resolution declaring that Lord Clive 
had rendered great and meritorious services to 
England and to India.”’

He has large interests in Can- 
ton, operating a merchant mill 
with a capital of 300 bushels 
a day, which is a  two-and-a-half-story 
brick building well fitted with the best and 
latest improved machinery. In this mill he 
turns out the best meal and flour that is put 
upon the market. He also owns a brick ma- 
chine which has a capacity of 25,000 a day. 
He uses the popular Brewer machine, and sells 
his work all along the road from Marietta to 
Ellijay. The ciay of this section is well 
adapted tothe manufacture of brick, being 
absolutely free of soda, consequently finds a 
ready sale in competition with the best brick 
in the country. In addition to his brick 
works, Captain McAfee also owns a large 
sand bank, from which he _ supplies 
the Blue Ridge and American Marble 
Companies.

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THE FIRST FRUITS. 


THE FEAST PREPARED BY THE 
KAFFIRS. | 


Even There Whisky Forms a Part of the Re- 
past—The Kaffir Oath—The Horri- 
ble Mixture in the Pot.

KLIPDAM-TRANSVAAL, South Africa, Feb- 
ruary 5.—It was my fortune or misfortune, as 
you nay choose to call it, on my journey from 
Pretoria to this place to witness the horribie 
rites of the feast of the first fruits practiced by 
the Kaflirs not directly under the control of 
the governments or missionaries. It cost we 
no end of trouble and bribes to get at the bot- 
tom of this horrible ceremony, owiug to the 
great fear the Kaflirs have of the punishment 
they would receive if their incosi (chief or 
king) should find out they had revealed the se- 
cret. I made up my mind to un- 
earth the mystery and weuld not 
give = up. While I was thinking 
one evening how to proceed, my attention was 
attracted by hearing some one approaching the 
wagon in hurried steps, and turning around, 
Saw it was my old acquaintance, Maugguata, 
who usually came on such visits for a ‘“suppy”’ 
(glass of Cape smoke or whisky). This man I 
knew I could use for almost any purpose by 
satisfying his appetite for whisky. His coming 
suggested @ plan to me, and I decided to act 
upon it at once. I had noticed a general stir 
among al! the tribes I had met and asked 
Maugguata whether any important or secret 
ceremony preceded the feast.¢ At first he 
denied it bluntly, no doubt caused by the fear 
of the penalty fixed upon this act 
of ‘“‘treason,” and I could not induce 
him that night to throw any 
light on the subject. I knew my man well, 
and refused to give or even sell him any 
“suppy” that vight, which would have the 
desired effect of causing him to plan how to 
get his coveted and usual glass without com- 
promising himself. Next morning I closed up 
my trunks, keeping out such trinkets as only 
boys would be apt to fancy. 

This soon rid me of the adults, and a num- 
ber of boys collected around the wagon, a few 
of whom I _ presented with small 
looking glasses, an article they are exceedingly 
fond of, and had the satisfaction of getting in 
return some valuable information. A few 
careless questions brought out facts sufficient 
for me to go to work right on my drink-loving 
friend Maugguata. When he came that day 
te see whether he could get his asual ‘‘glass,”’ 
and finding I had made up my mind to give it 
only on condition of his revealing the infernal 
rites and devilish practices, and finding me in 
possession of some valuable facts, his tongue 
loosened, and he said: 

“I see the white boss has communion 
with the amahlogi (spirits) and knows 
everything. How can I deny all you 
speakistrue? The white boss give me suppy 
and ‘swear by his sister’ not to betray me; I will 
come after dark to the wagon and tell him all.”’ 
I, of course, swore by ‘‘my sister’ (an oath 
into which the Kaffirs place entire faith and 
none have ever been known to break it), and 
gave him one glass of suppy and a promise of 
as many more as he would like, after he had 
told me what I wanted to know. That night 


Maugguata came according to promise and re- . 


lated to me the facts hereinafter mentioned, 
and which I afterwards saw. It had long 
passed midnight when I dismissed him and 
turned in to catch some sleep, but what I had 
just heard was so horrible and revolting that I 
courted Morpheus in vain. As I lay there 


fancied I saw the crowdsof savages intoxicated 


with the smell of human blood, slashing and 
cutting pieces from the prostrated forms of 
their foes, and casting them into the caldron 
used on the occasion of this feast. 

The feast of the first fruits takes place every 
year just as the corn and grain begin to ma- 
ture, and is preceded bya great dance in the 
Unnozi, a town where the paramount chief re- 
sides. The incosi (king) is the first one who 
eats of the crop and the penalty to inferiors 
trespassing upon this royal edict is death. 
When the season approaches February or 
March, the abatakati (chief wizard) of the 
tribe goes hunting by himself and unobserved, 
armed only with a knobkKerry and assegai. He 
has to secure two animal's; the igaga, called by 
the Boers stink-beast, the other aulindi, called 
honey pig. Having procured them he steals 
home, skins the animal, preserves the skins, 
but stealthily buries the flesh. The day pre- 
ceding the feast, heralds are sent through the 
town to announce the following day asthe 
‘‘Feast of the First Fruits.’’ At early dawn 
next day the herald calls the impi (armies) to 
assemble at the entrance of. the town. After 
this the ‘*‘abatakati’’ makes the rounds of the 
town and sprinkles the huts with water into 
which is placed his medicine (magical herbs), 
and when through witb this ceremony takes a 
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conspicuous place in the ranks of the impi ) 
who are by this time armed with the assegai and 
War shield, and singing war songs as they make | 
their way to the nearest river. Arriving at 
the river the abatakati takes dried aloe leaves, ° 
grinds them into powder and stews them in the 
water. At this action the whole impi rash 
into the water, shouting and yelling fearfully, 
bathe for a short while and resume their places 
on the bank. On the return march, which is 
also accompanied by singing, the boys who have 
followed the impi now gather armsful of fire- 
wood and carry it into town with them. 

Upon arrival, the impi establish them- 
selves in the ox-kraal,a circular pen, placed 
for safety in thecenter of the town. Then 
one of the “‘upper ten” advances and starts & 
fire. Thisis accomplished by placing a very 
dry ong of wood on the iaaked and turning 
another piece between the hands while held 
ina vertical position, but lightly resting on 
the lower piece. By this time the abaiakati 
has arrived with his ‘“‘ware,”’ a huge cauldron 
a black stone, a mass of different herbs an 
the two heretofore ment*24ed skins. He now 
mixes, with the greatest seriousness and s80- 
lemnity, the magic herbs, hair and pieces of 
the two skins. 

To this are added, incredible as it may seem, 
different parts of human bodies, such as ears, 
eyes, noses, lips, tongues, hearts, livers, fin- 
gers, finger nails and other parts, the names 
of which would not look well in print. All 
this is placed in the large cauldron, or pot, and 
cooked, and soon a thick, stinking steam 
belches forth. On invitation the people ap- 
proach by fives and tens to the pot, an 
each = sutks the steam through a 
hollow stem of bamboo, or rushes. 


At this point the king appears where all can. 


see him and eats a porticn of the different 
grains placed before Lim, thus lifting ail bar- 
riers hitherto placed on his subjects. After 
this exhibition the black stone is brought for- 
ward and more herbs ground which the people 
snuff. Inthe meantime some youths hurry 
away tomilk a white cow. The milk, to- 
gether with water, beer and more herbs, 18 
emptied into the pot. This mixture is then 
cooked, and again the masses come in small 
groups to taste of itand atthe same time to 
grease their arms, chests and hips with it. 
The assistant of the abatakati replenishes the 
fire continually to read in the flames if any one 
has trespassed the royal edict. His vigilance 
is always rewarded and the victims are 
in.all cases those who have incurred the dis- 
pleasure of the chief wizard, The culprit 18 
denounced and whipped from the piace, while 
the wizard calls out at him ‘‘Wonite impi,”’ 
(you have scorned and mocked the king and 
army). No excuse or declaration of innocence 
is accepted. The wizard says he reads all in 
the tlames, and with this cease all pleas and 
objections. Water and herbs are then placed 
in the smaller vessels, with which the impli 
are sprinkled, during which ceremony they all 
make movements as if to avoid assegais thrown 
by an enemy, the supposition being that in ac- 
tual warfare this mixture of herbs will protect 
them from the enemies’ assegais. On the 
evening of the first day of the feast the town 18 
again sprinkled with bewitched water. On 
the second day the youths all go on a 
hunt, not with arms, however. The game 
caught is carried back by boys ahead of the 
hunters and given as a present to the aba- 
takati, who, together with some friends, en- 
joy ahearty repast and rest from fatigues 
gone through on the preceding days. In the 
afternoon they have a dance participated in 
only by the young warriors who are elegantly 
dressed and garnished with ostrich feathers, 
blue calico strips and pearls for this occasion. 
With this dance ends the ceremony of the 
festival of the ‘First Fruits’? and each 
and all may now partake unpunished, 
to their hearts’ content, of fruits and 
products of their fields. This feast is observed 
almost over the whole country. 

The savages claim to have inherited this 
usage from their ancestors, and that they do 
this in order to be stronger than their enemies, 
and actually have no fear of death on the day 
of battle. For that reason they say after suck- 
ing the steam and annointing themselves from 
the mixture in the cauldron, ‘‘Se si ginite’’ 
(We are strong now). According tothem the 
two animals of which the abatakati makes 
use for his soups possess great. value. The 
meaning of the name of one of these animals, 
‘‘nlindi,” signifies in their language, ‘‘A man 
who igalways ready to fight with his assegai.”’ 

The cow, from which they use the milk,: 
must be white, as this is supposed to enable 
the impis to see the enemyin the darkest 
nights. When on the warpath, they creep, in 
the stillness of night, as close as possible to 
the towns of their enemy, and, at the break 
of day, rush, with fearful and demoniacal 
yells, upon their unsuspecting foes. They 
kill the men and youths, and drag the women 
and children to slavery. 

The parts of bodies which play such a fear- 
ful part at the ceremony of the “‘Feast of the 
First Fruits’’ are generally taken from the. 
bedies of their fallen foes. Itiscutin small 
particles, dried in the sun, and thus kept 
for this _important occasion. On this 
occasion, as in all former ones, 
the ‘‘feast’’ was followed by wholesale 
slaughter all over the country. The victims, 
being in realty the enemies of the great 
‘“‘inzanzese,”’ (high preist or wizard,) are gen- 
erally distigured by the votaries of the chiefs 
by having members of their bodies cut off and 
delivered afterwards to the blood-thirsty 
crowd, who fall on their poor victims and liter- 
ally tear them to pieces, accompanying their 
fiendish acts by low, gutteral noises and fear- 
ful distortion of their features. This feastis the

All glory to the town so admirably loca- 
ted; all honor to a people so signally cour- 
teous;.all praise to a community so con- 
fident and united, and all credit to a sec- 
tion so prominently blessed by mnature’s 
kindest offerings. 

I am not tending beyond the bounds of 
truth—I am apprehensive lest I utterly fail 
to do simple justice to one of the best 
subjects that ever gave encouragement to 
the enthusiagm of a pen, that delights to 
picture the crowning resources of a great 
state. 

The agricultural merit of the country 
surrounding Calhoun is alone sufficient to 
make the section great far beyond the 
worth of many regions in the fertile belts 
of any section, whose best lands ‘can not 
excel those in this climate, where man 
can do outdoor work every day in the 
year.

Both organizations have done 
much towards contributing to the intellec- 
tual and social entertainments of the town. 

From the top of the beautiful mountain 
that stands just back of the town, a 
magnificent view of seven counties can be 
had, .on: which site it has been 
proposed by some to erect a magnificent 
hotel, a project that will do much towards 
advertising the excellent health of this 
town in all seasons, if it ever materializes, 
and one that should be generously en- 
couraged by all who have the good of 
Calhoun at heart. 

Calhoun thoroughly appreciates the neces- 
sity of a good banking institution, and look- 
ing to the establishment of one that will 
reflect credit on the business community. 
A charterhas been secured for a bank, 
the organization of which is now being 
rapidly pushed. When in operation, the in- 
stitution will have a capital of $25,000, to 
be increased as the demand arises. It is re- 
ceiving the encouragement of the best busi- 
ness men of Calhoun, and its organization 
will be largely due to the individual efforts 
of Captain Rankin, one fof the most pro- 
gressive and enthusiastic spirits of the 
town. The new institution will probably 
begin business in the early spring. 

CHURCHES AND MINISTRY. 

The religious community of Calhoun is 
well represented by three denominations, 
each having a comfortable church building, 
and each being presided over by an able and 
zealous postorate. 

The Baptist church is a model of comfort, 
‘beauty and convenience, being well furnished 
and finished, provided with a convenient 
baptismal, and heated by furnace by the hot 
air system. This church is presided over by 
Rev. B. M. Pack, a young man of decided 
talent. The Sunday school, of which Mr. 
W. L. Hines is superintendent, has an at- 
tendance of 100. The church is provided 
with chimes, and has a seating Capacity of 
350. 

The Methodist church, likewise, is a 
building of attractive design, a well-furn- 
ished and well-finished interior, and has a 
seating capacity of about 400. Rey. A. L. 
Winter, the pastor in charge, is a conse- 
crated man and his able work is felt by the 
whole community. The Sunday school is 
superintended by Mr. T. M. Ellis. 

The Presbyterian church is a substantial 
structure, provided with all necessary con- 
veniences, and having a tastefully arranged 
interior, with .a seating capacity of 300. Rey. 
M. A. Matthews, a tireless, eloquent worker, 
has charge of the church, while Mr. Wek 
Hillhouse is the superintendent of the S5un- 
day school. 

All three churches have a devout member- 
Christian community,

The excellent school building, a photo- 
graph of which appears in this article, 
shows to what extent they are encourag- 
ing the education of the young, and the 
enrollment of the institution is another 
feature of gratification. 

Professor Ronald Johnston, one of the 
most experienced educators in the state, is 
in charge of the school, and the rare abil- 
ity of this gentleman has done much to- 
ward popularizing Calhoun as an educa- 
tional point. I have for years considered

wattee river, containing 1,000 acres, on which 
he has extensive stock interests embracing 
mules and blooded horses.

Uncle Simon’s assertions are very frequently 
surprises to his hearers, for he has traveled 
much and seen a great deal and is a man of ob- 
servation. Ilis manner of talk carries truth 
with it, and being a preacher, the presumptions 
of truth aro all in his favor. “TI lived at Key 
West & long time,” he sald, “and as there is 
no winter there the potatoes don’t sleep long in 
the ground, but stary Gp again and grow some 
more. They swell and erack open and put out 
sprouts, and are not fit to eat, but they don’t 
rot if leftin the ground. They will grow and 
grow until they get as big as a young log.” 
Sometimes a man weak in faith will walk off 
from Uncle Simon and leave him talk- 
ing, and hence he is very cautious 
about narrating extraordinary experiences for 
fear they will not be fully believed and it will 
bring discredit upon his calling. Itis astonish- 
ing how iittie we know about other countries 
and other people. When I wasin Florida I 
heard a man ask another man if he had any 
sweet potatoes towell. And he said “No, but 
if ‘laps’ will do you you are welcome to them. 
I expect you can get a 100 bushels in half aday’s 
plowing, if you don't mind the trouble.” ‘All 
right,” said he, “I'l go for thelaps.” I 
found out that Japs were potatoes left in the 
ground after the season was passed and they 
grew again and made potatoes the next season, 
without cultivation and the second crop was

THE LEGISLATIVE SESSION AT AN 
END. 


A Geological Survey of the State to Be 
Made—Money Appropriated for 
Other Public Purposes. 


RAveEiGn#, N. C., March 14.—[Specia].]—The 
legislative session of 1891 has, like all good 
and bad things, come toan end. There was a 
vast deal of legislation, both good and bad. In 
some of it the alliance was rather too promi- 
nent, but in some there were carved out issues 
for the next campaign. 

It will no doubt interest many readers of 
THE CONSTITUTION to know, in the briefest 
way, what the first alliance legislature in the 
Old North State did. The principal acts are 
given below in a succinct shape: 

Appropriations—$10,000 annually for a geo- 
logical survey of the state (to which sum the 
United States government will add an equal 
one and will also expend $150,000 on a perfect 
map of the state) ; $25,000 for the state’s dis- 
play at the world’s fair (this money coming 
out of the interest on the direct tax which the 
government refunds and which the state in- 
vests in its own 4 per cent consols) ; $85,000 to 
the state hospital at Morganton, $67,000 to the 
one at Raleigh, and $43,000 to the one at 
Goldsboro (all these were formerly termod in- 
sane asylums, but the last legislature changed 
the name to hospital) ; $40,000 for the white 
institute for the blind and the colored insti- 
tute for the deaf and dumb and blind; $10,000 
for the new white institute for deaf mutes; 
$10,000 for the white agricultural college, 
$3,500 for that for negroes; $10,000 for the 
Oxford orphan asylum for whites, $1,000 for 
that for negroes ; $10,000 for the normal and 
industrial college for white females ; $35,000 to 
the penitentiary (not a new appropriation, but 
merely the undrawn balance of the 1889 ap- 
propriation, which is to be used in the pur- 
chase of industrial plant); $3,000 to the North 
Carolina Soidiers’ Home; $2,500 for disabled 
volunteer firemnen; $1,250 for furniture, ete., 
for the governor’s inansion; $500 to the state 
colored industrial association; $1,500 for re- 
pairs of buildings at the state university. 

Taxes levied—On property, for general 
purposes, 25 cents; for schvois, 15 cents; for 
= 3 cents—total, 45 cents. On polls, 

Creating a railway commission of three 
members, saldry $2,000, clerk $1,000, with 
rate-making powers; the commission to be a 
court of record inferior only to the supremo 
court. Railways required to redeem unused 
tickets, and allowed to issue emigrant tickets; 
ticket scalping forbidden. 

Forbidding ali dredging for oysters and 
clams, and creating an oyster commission. 
Allowing the state board of education to in- 
vest any proceeds of the sale of its swamp 
lands, of which it holds .1,000,000 acres. 
Amending the constitution so solicitors are 
elected by the state-at-large instead of by dis- 
tricts. aking the commissioner of agricul- 
ture also the commissioner of immigration, 
with no increase of salary. Requiring tax 
collectors to gather agricultural statistics and 
make report of the same to the department of 
agriculture. Requiring superior court clerks 
to make annual reports of all funds in their 
hands. Declaring January 19th, ‘‘Lee’s Birth- 
day,” a public holiday. 

Prohibiting emigration agents from carrying 
on their business by imposing $1000 license tax 
in each county where they operate. Extend- 
ing until June 30, 1892, the time for the settle- 
ment of the state debt. There are very few 
bonds now outstanding and unexchanged.

Providing for the use in the public schools 
as textbooks works on the nature of alceohelic 
drinks and narcotics and their effects.

Requiring physicians and dentists from other 

states, practicing here, to file a certificate of 
their proper license or else be regularly exam- 
ined. Allowing the governor to offer rewards 
for felons, whether their names be known or 
unknown. Providing for the receipt of the 
direct tax refunded, its investment, and for 
the payments to holders of certificates or tax 
receipts ; the balance remaining after six years 
to be covered into the state treasury. 
_ Encouraging searches for phosphate depos- 
its in navigable streams, and elsewhere. 
Allowing the extension westward from Golds- 
boro of the Atlantic and North Carolina rail- 
way, one of the two railways in which the 
staie is a stockholder. Allowing judges their 
traveling expenses (not to exceed $250 annu- 
ally). Making it unlawful to make any threats 
oruse any undue influence against jurors or 
witnesses. Paying witnesses at coroners’ in- 
quests the same as in regular courts. 

Two insurance companies, the Manufact- 
urers’ Fire, of Greensboro, and the Mutual 
Insurance and Aid Society, of Wilmington, 
were chartered, as were also many colleges, 
etc., chief among these being the Baptist State 
Female university, at Raleigh; Trinity col- 
lege, at Durham; the South Atlantic univer- 
sity (Presbyterian), at Asheville. Forty new 
towns were Incorporated. No less than twenty- 
seven banks were chartered, and forty-seven 
linprovement, land and construction compa- 
nies. 

Of railway companies, forty were chartered. 
Chief among these are the following: Nor- 
folk, Wilmington and Charleston; Oxford and 
Coast Line; Danville and Western Short-cut ; 
Johnson City and Greensboro; North Carolina, 
Cleveland, Chattanooga and Dayton; Hot 
Springs, Webster and Savannah; Asheville, 
Cranberry and Pulaski City; South Carolina, 
Seaboard and Western; Carolina, Greenville 
and Northern; Georgetown and Charlotte; 
Atlantic and Western ; Carolina and Virginia; 
Danville and Kast. 

Though all were glad to see the legislature 
depart, yet the city has been very dull since 
the session ended. The intolerable weather has 
to a large extent kept trade dull. Not in six 
years past has there been such a Februagy and 
March, with such roads. In most sections of the 
State suc ha thing as ajcountry trade has for the 
past thirty days been practically unknown. 
Cotton and tobacco cannot be marketed save 
by rail. As their are great quantities of both 
in the country, the stoppage of trade is a se- 
rious thing. The condition of the public roads 
calis for some legislation looking to a change 
of system from the present happy-go-lucky 
style. The state is sosparsely settled as to make 
it a burden, and so it will be many years before 
there is a general road tax. 

Years ago the state sold the Western North 
Carolina railway and the following year col- 
lected no state tax, using the money received 
for that purpose. That very step was one of the 
worst North Carolina ever took. There was a 
false popularity about it. Such an experiment 
will never be repeated. 

The issue which will perhaps be a leading 
one in the next{campaign, among the alliance, 
will be the taxation of all corporations—the 
exemption of none.

THE SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


HOW IT IS GROWING TO IMPOR- 
TANCE IN FLORIDA. 


The Drainage Operations in the Swamp 
Lands Opening Large Areas of 
Territory to Cultivation. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 14.—[Special.] 
Some years ago Governor Drew, of Florida, 


approving of the sale, at an almost nominal 
price, ofsome 4,000,000 acres of unreclaimed 
and submerged land belonging to the state, to 
a few Philadelphia capitalists. That he 
builded better than he knew, however, is 
today proved by the great addition to the re- 
sources of Florida, which are now and will be 
increasingly brought about by the conversion 
of a vast area of useless lands into some of the 
richest alluvial soil in the world. 

The drainage operations which were imme- 
diateiy commenced upon the consummation 
of the purchase have proved unexpectedly 
successful, aud thousands of arces of once sub- 
merged lands are now bearing upon their fer- 
tile surface immense fields of sugar cane and 
groves of typical fruits, and of all this im- 
mense 4,000,000-acre tract but a little over 
500,000 remain unsold today. One of the com- 
panies formed by the original buyers, the 
Okechoobee Drainage Company, has acquired 
by its work 1,200,000, the proportion the state 
agreed to give of drained lands, and when their 
work is completed they will have secured 
2,000,000 acres. To secure this balance, how- 
ever, they will have to spend an additional 
$150,000 in improvements. 

A LARGE SUGAR MILL. 

On part of the land reclaimed by this com- 
pany it has built a large sugar mill, known as 
the St. Cloud Sugar Mill, and has been exper- 
imenting in the production of sugar cane with 
entire success. Cane has been produced on 
the lands of the §$t. Cloud plantation of a 
size far exceeding anything either Lou- 
isiana or Jamaica can grow, and _ the 
company has been encouraged to go into the 
business still more largely this year, and has 
put out 1,000 acres over and beyond their acre- 
age of last year. The fifty-first congress, rec- 
ognizing the importance to the whole country 
of these experiments in sugar-raising on Flor- 
ida soil, has made an appropriation to be de- 
voted to experimental work at the St. Cloud 
plantation, under the direction of Professor 
Wiley, of the chemical section af the agricul- 
tural department, and operations will soon 
begin. Florida has many thousands of acres 
of rich land in the southern peninsula which 
could be successfully devoted to the raising of 
sugar, and when it is considered that the 
United States annually import sugar to the 
amount of about $200,000,000, the immense im-

3 RICE CULTURE. 

Another branch of this Okechobee Drainage 
Company has been experimenting with rice, 
and with like success. In order to induce 
thorough work and planting on an extensive 
scale, lands are offered on lease at most liberal] 
terms to responsible parties; the first year the 
lands are given rent free, in consideration of 
the necessary ditching, banking and breaking 
up of the soil being done, and forthe next 
three years the company is to be paid 
@ royalty in rough rice. The Kel- 
ley brothers, who have been extensive 
rice growers in Louisiana, have been 
working for three in @ small way on 
these reclaimed lands in the Kissimmee va!- 
ley. and as a result have leased a large ainount | 
land, and will plant this year alone 2,000

Of course, 
monkeys are not indigenous to Florida, and 
the presence of these particular ones is attrib- 
uted to the wreckage of a vessel from South 
America upon the Florida coastand the escape 
therefrom of some of these animals, who took 
up their residence in- the recesses of the 
swamps and have thriven and multiplied 
there. There is said tobe a colony of some 
two or three hundred of them. 

TAMPA’S CARNIVAL, 

Tampa is preparing for a ‘‘carnival,” or 
rather a gala week, for the first week in April. 
Captain Paul Boynton, of rubber suit fame, 
has been engaged to open the week’s perform- 
ances with his aquatic feats, which will take 
place in the Hillsboro river, just opposite the 
great Tampa Bay hotel, This is tobe followed 
by professional rowing and swimming races, 
etc. This will beon Tuesday. On Wednes- 
day there will be a baseball game between pro- 
fessional nines, and the Chicago’s and Cleve- 
land’s are expected to play. Football will be 
played that evening and the day will close 
with a hop at the Almeria. Thursday 
there will be a cricket match, and 
in the afternoon seven horse races on the new 
garrison track. A number of horses are 
already entered for these races, and a fine dis- 
play in horseflesh is expected. Friday there 
will be a yacht race on the bay, and most of 
the large towns on the east gulf coast are to 
have boats in the race. And on the. same 
evening the festivities will be wound up by a 
grand promenade concert and hop at the 
Tampa Bay hotel. Purses to the amount of 
$3,000 will be offered for the various races, and 
as the various transportation lines are arrang- 
ing for very low rates, Tampa looks for a large 
number of visitors.

SAVANNAH, Ga., March 14.—[Spcecial.]|—Dur- 
ing the recent meeting of the State Agricultural 
Society at this place there was considerable 
talk about the contract of the society with the 
city of Macon by which the state fair was to be 
annually held at that place. The matter did 
not take the shape of a general discussion, but 
for a while it looked asifit would. There was 
some talk of making an effort to annul the 
contract with Macon onthe ground that its 
conditions had not been fully complied with. 

The matter was smoothed over, however, 
and nothing was said about it. 

It now develops that this controversy has 
been going on quietly since the meeting of the 
society, and there are indications that the 
question will be a leading one at its next meet- 
ing, and that an effort will be made to upset 
the Macon contract, so thatthe society can 
holds its fairs at different-points in the state, 
which policy has been strongly advocated for 
a long time by many of its leading members. 

A well-known member of the society, in 
talking to a CONSTITUTION representative on 
the subject, said: ‘After the last fair at 
Macon the society came out $2,300 short, 
which, we believe, was caused by apathy. 
Preceding fairs always managed to make 
money, and there is a great deai of dissatis- 
faction at the showing made by the last one. 
The society will insist that Macon pay this 
$2,300 loss, and, also, that it raise a sufficient 
guarantee fund hereafter to assure the success 
of the fair, just as it isdonein Atlanta, Augusta, 
Columbus and elsewhere. Macon will refuse 
to pay the $2,300 loss, and thereis going to 
be trouble about it, at the next meeting of the 
society. sa 

‘‘Another thing that is causing a great dea) 
of dissatisfaction in this section is the evident 
discrimination against south Georgia. Before 
the present administration of the agricultural 
society was installed, the old administration 
appointed a committee to run the next fair, 
which committee consists of Colonel George 
Jones, of Gwinnett; Dr. Sam Hape, of Ful- 
ton; Colonel Pierce Horn, of Whitfield, and 
Mr. Robert“ E. Parks, of Bibb. Thus the 
committee to have charge of the fair this 
year having been appointed by the old 
administration, the new administra- 
tion, headed by President j Waddell, 
can scarcely be held to strict account- 
bility for the success of the fair, when, accord-

Colonel Chappell the credit for the present 
route of the State road, and the development 
of the early system of railroads in Georgia. 
In conclusion the writer says:

After graduating from that school he read law 
for over a year in.New York. His law studies 
were completed at Athensin the law depart-

Judge Clayton. 


He was admitted to the bar in 1821, and 
commenced the practice in Sandersville, 
Washington county. In 1824 he removed to 
Forsyth, in Monroe county,where he continued 
to reside for twelve years, with increasing 
practice. During this period he also took an 
active part in politics, and was twice elected 
to the legislature from that county. 

In 1842 he married Loretto R. Lamar, of 
Putnam county, a sister of Mirabeau B. Lamar, 
once president of Texas, and of the elder L. 
Q.C. Lamar. In 1836 he moved to Macon, 
Ga., where he resided for more than twenty 
years, during which period he was in the full 
zenith of his strength and manhood, and ac- 
quired a reputation throughout the state, both 
in law and politics. From Bibb county he 
was twice elected to the legislature, once to the 
house and once to the senate. When in the 
senate he was elected president of that body. 

In 1842 he was elected to congress under the 
last general ticket system. During his two 
vag term he made his mark in that body. 

e belonged to the whig party, which was in 
the ascendancy in the state, and in districting 
the state, his district was strongly whig, and it 
was contemplated by his party to keep him in 
tongress. But at thistime his party took a 
new departure, yielding, as he thought, too far

Our Bible Literature. 
Jewish Messenger. 

It is unfortunate that the word Bible has come 
down to us as expressive of what originally was 
the law, the prophets and the sacred writings. 
For the term Bibie signifies a book; the Hebrew 
divisions indicate a literature. A good deal of mis- 
understanding respecting scripture and indiffer- 
ence to its study can be traced to ite being re- 
garded asa book. We areaccustomed to associate 
with the word book a certain logical sequence, & 
plan or plot, a development, a conclusion, finality 
of some sort. But the Bible is just the reverse of 
a book, judged by this standard. It is not a book, 
save in metaphor and the phraseology of the un- 
thinking. It is first and last a literature ; running 
the whole gamut of feeling and presenting within 
the compass of a few hundred pages what infinite 
variety of subject, treatment, style, thought! 
Here we have history, genealogy, drama, the lyric, 
the epic, the loud-sounding psalm, the heart- 
rending lamentation, the love song, whose ex- 
quisite beauty shines like a gem in its eastern 
casket; the sober proverb, as fresh and stimulat- 
ing as when first uttered by the city’s gate; the 
impassioned outburst of the seer, the dry details 
of the chronicler, the lovely idyl of Ruth, the pro- 
found philosophy of Job, mystic rhapsody, precise 
statutes, wailing, ecstacy, the problem of life, and 
of life beyond death, thoughts of God and of a 
wider humanity than one race and people—how 
varied is the literature of scripinre, call it sculp- 
ture rather, for here surely itis not written, but 
graven by the hand divine. 

But the Bible is not only a literature in the va- 
riety of its subject trom the cosmogony of the 
pentateuch to the préphecy of Malachi. It reveals 
as well the genius of literature in its style, lan- 
guage, literary method. As if to stamp it with 
peculiar power and invest it with a charm that 
was to resist age and Clime, it illustrates almost 
every variety of literary composition and figure of

{ of Genesis with the vivid word-coloring of an 


Isaiah, the easy narrative of the books of Samuel 
with the rhythm and swell of the psalms, or Ruth 
and its picturesque age-marks with the dirge of 
the Koheleth or the florid wealth if the Song of 
Songs. But more than this—would you have hu- 
mor? What better example than Elijah’s appeal 
to the priests of Baal or Jotham’s fable of the 
olive tree? Can pathos of David’s sorrow at Ab- 
solom’s death be surpassed? Is it satire? There 
are sheaves of it in the prophets. Is it stinging 
irony? Why, Isaiah’s sarcasm cuts still to the 
quick. Would you have examples of the sublime? 
Job supplies it in similies that possess all the 
majestic elements of primeval forests, of nature 
in its immensity. And to descend a step to the 
mere matters of form, the literary artist will find 
many a hint in the parallelism of the psalimist, in 
the puns and word-play of the prophet. But for 
finer appreciation of these points no translation 
will suffice. The original text alone must be con- 
sulted. Its dew and sparkle. and geniusof the 
Hebrew language, can not always be translated, 
any more than you can translate perfume.

In many of the mortgages now being giveu 
to secure long-time land loans there is 4 clause 
requiring the payment of principal and interest 
to be made in gold coin of the same weight 
and fineness as that*now eoined by the gov- 
ernment, 

You can never tell what secret influences 
are at work to changejpublic sentiment. Self- 
interest, or imagined self-interest, plays the 
largest part, especially where it is made to see 
a hallucination in the form of an impending 
danger. Such a hallucination is now being 
presented to the very large class of citizens in 
the borrowing class. This class includes the 
farmers and the railroads, and these two are 
abie to remove mountains. 

The natural disposition of those in the mon- 
eyed class is to whatever will make money 
more valuable. Anything that will increase 
its purchasing power they like, and anything 
that will cheapen it and diminish its power, 
they antagonize. Thusitis that the owners 
of great masses of money are oftenest found in 
theranks of the monometallists. If its basis 
can be confined to one of the two money 
metals, and that one a little less than half the 
supp!y, they feel sure that money will 
always be scarcer, its purchasing power 
greater, and its return larger than it would 
bring if the basis of currency were extended to 
both metals, so as to double the supply. 

In this way the moneoy lenders are, as a 
ru‘e, anti-silver men, and the tactics they 
have adopted are calculated to throw more ob- 
stacles in the way of the free coinage and re- 
monetization of silver than any other infiu- 
ence. While the economists and disputants of 
their school fill the air with noise, the actual 
owners of the money are putting it out with a 
clause which isalready being used as a scare- 
crow to intimidate the debtor class and drive 
them from the ranks of the free coinage 
people into the gold camp. The hope 
is that the farmers, who are now enthu- 
siastic for free coinage, may be stampeded 
by the gold clause and driven bodily into the 
other camp, very much as the Indians stam- 
pede cattle on the plains. This, however, pre- 
supposes a lack of intelligence on the part of 
the farmers;and itis likely that the shrewd 
people who count on their acting like cattle in 
the presence of a scare-crow are likely to find 
themselves confronted’ by an unterrified host. 

The story is this: The large corporations 
which are placing money on farmlands in the 
west, andsome who lend in the south, insert 
in the morigages the gold clause above re- 
ferred to. A gontleman who insisted on the 
clause was asked the other day why he 
wanted it. ‘*Because,”’ he replied, 
‘with the free coinage of silver, 
silver money will get so cheap. that 
it will only be worth 80 cents on the dollar. 
Itis now worth in the market only 85 cents. 
If I make aloan I give the borrower money 
worth 100 cents on the doilar, and it is only 
just thatI should be paidin thesame. I 
cannot afford to loan money at8 per cent in- 
terest, and take my principal at the end of 
five years in depreciated currency worth only 
80 cents on the dollar.’’ 

This sounds very plausible, but it is very 
superficial. In the first place, silver dollars, 
though they contain silver with a bullion 
value of only 83 cents by present quotations, 
could not be bought for less than 100 cents of 
anybody’s money. 

Their value is established by the fiat of the 
government, which even now sustains $350,- 
000,000 of paper legal tender notes on a par 
with gold. 

“But,” itis argued, ‘‘thisis based on the 
faith of the government, and that is good only 
within certain limits, for beyond that the peo- 
ple will not pay tax to sustain it. ‘There must 
be a basis of intrinsic value behind the govern- 
ment’s fiat in order to make it perfect money, 
and if the basis is only 83 per cent of the fiat, 
the money is imperfect to the extent of the 
inissing 17 per cent, and will not pass current 
throughout the world for more than 83 cents.” 

This argument is based on the present value 
of silver, and the present value is established 
in a market and at a time when the metal has 
been arbitrarily deprived of its principal func- 
tion, which is to do service as money. When 
you pass a law saying that wood shall not be 
used to build houses, you destroy the market 
for wood and decrease the value, while you 
puta premium on brick. So, when several of 
the largest nations of the world, in which the 
people had always been allowed to use both 
gold and silver, passed laws demonetizing 
silver, and thereby practically prchibiting 
its use as silver, the demand for silver 
was enormously decreased, and the price fell 
away below the point At which it had re- 
mained steadily for three quarters of a century. 
At the same time the demand for gold was 
enormously increased, and the price rose pro- 
portionately ; thus the price of silver was stil] 
further depressed, for it was measured in terms 
of gold, which had risen far above its former 
position, owing to the extra demand created 
by putting silver out of consideration as an 
item of supply. 

Upon this unnatural state of affairs the pres- 
ent price of siveris based. When it is ac- 
corded the same treatment that is given to 
gold, the price will bound back to the old 
point. This is conclusively proven by the fact 
that a partial restoration of the money function 
of silver in only one of the nations which leg- 
islated againstit, sent the price bounding up 
to 120. That was too greata rise for the partial 
restoration, and the price soon setiled back to 


- the neighborhood of 105. Thisisi2 per cent 


higher than it was before congress passed the 
compromise silver bill of last July, by 
which 4,500,000 ounces of silver are 
coined monthly. The free coinage of 
silver by this country and Germany 


would restore silver to the old price instantly, 


and the coinage of a common silver dollar by 
the nations of North and South America, in 
the same proportion as it isnow being coined 
by the United States, would have the same 
effect, for that would create instantly a market 
for four-fifths of the world’s supply, and the 
other fifth would not go begging. 

It is, therefore, faMacious and extremely su- 
perficial to say that there are and will be only 
83 cents worth of silver in our dollar. The 
truth can only be expressed by the statement 
that “under the present unnatural and tempo- 
rary conditions,’ 412} grains of silver are worth 
oniy so much. : 

Effect of the Gold Clause. 

But the monometailists are doing a}l they 
can. to hedge against silver and prevent it 
from regaining its natural and rightful posi- 
tion.. The clause requiring the payment of 
bends and mortgages in gold will be used to 


hammer the price of silver. It is already 


being used for that purpose. Such papers as

| the money lenders the idea that silver will be 
a depreciated currency, and these people 

' naturally look to what they think is necessary 
to protect their interests. 

But all this aggravates the financial dis. 
crimination against silver, and the effort will 
be made toso emphasize this phase of the 
situation that borrowers as well as lenders will 
be afraid to risk the free coinage 
of silver. The monometallist (papers 
will spread broadcast the idea among 
the farmers that they must pay in 
gold, and if silver becomes the currency of the 
nation they will have to sell their farm prod- 
ucts in sitver and pay their debts in gold: 
“Thus,” say the anti-silver people, “you will 
add 25 per cent to your debts by forcing con- 
gress to pass the free coinage bill.” This is a 
very cunning argument and one with which 
the gold-bugs hope to stampede the  agricul- 
tura! masses, who are now in the free coinage 
pasture. Eas 

At the same time they have a prodigious 
scheme to work the railroad people against 
the free coinage of silver. ~ The railroad bonds 
of the United States amour.t to $4,000,000,000, 
and the annual interest on them is about $240,- 
000,000, nearly all of which is payable in gold. 
The gold-bugs will say to the railroad} stock- 
holders: “If youlet the free coinage bill 
pass you will have to take pay for freight and 
passengers in silver, and you will have to pa 
our fixed chargesin gold. Thus you will 
ose 20 per cent of the amount of your interest, 
which will be $48,000,000 per annum,”’ 

The same argument will be used with all 
corporations which have outstanding bonds 
payable in gold. The corporate indebtedness 
of the states, counties and cities is something 
over $1,000,000,000 and the interest something 
over $60,000,000. It is impossible to tell how 
many of these bonds are payablein gold, but 
many of them are made so, inorder to make 
them salable abroad. 

Thus the gold-bugs will be able to figure up 
on bonds aad mortgages something like $400,- 
000,000 of interest which must be paid annually, 
and is due under mortgages which specify that 
it shall be payable in gold. 

Of course the actual payment of $400,000,000 
in gold every year would create an immense 
demand for the yellow metal, and if the 
demand were enforced, the price of the yellow 
metal would go very far out of the traditional 
relation of gold and silver. But payments are 
not made this way. hat the creditor 
wants is good money and nobody but 
a uniser carea to hold gold in _ his 
hand if he can get exchange 
which is its equivalent. In fact, the actual 
transfer of gold plays but #small part in the 
actual transactions of commerce. According 
to Mr. Jay Gould, 90 per cent of transactions 
are-settled by checks and bills of exchange, 
and it is only in less progressive nations, like 
Mexico, that they cart silver and gold about to 
pay debts. The exchange could be had for 
any good money, and as silver would bea 
legal tender for all debts, public and private, 
it would be good money. Behind the legal 
tender value which the government stamp 
wou!d give it, silver would have the stability 
which free use gives to every commodity of a 
staple character. 

One reason why ordinary staples are not 
used as tlic basis of money is that they fluc- 
tuate, and they fluctuate because of the perish- 
able quality which makes the supply in every 
season closely dependent upon the year’s pro- 
duction, so that an overproduction powerfully 
and instantly affects the price to depress it. 
Not so with the precious metals that last for 
centuries. ‘The world’s supply consists of the 
accumulated stock of centuries, an immense 
mass, in proportion to which the annual pro- 
duction is a bagatelle. The combined pro- 
duction of gold and silver is only about one- 
fortieth of the world’s supply. 

It is likely that the most searching examina- 
tion which has been made into the causes of 
the depression in silver was that conducted in 
1876 by a committee of the house of commons, 
of which Mr. Goschen waschairman. This 
committee, sitting ina gold country, in the 
presence of the bias against silver, aftera 
thorough examination of the whole subject 
from a cosmopolitan standpoint, came to the 
conclusion that the price of silver was affected 
principally by the de:nonetization of 1575, and 
that the occasional! increases of production had 
hardly a perceptible effect on the market 
price.

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INTERVIEWED-—HE TELIS OF IM- 
PORTANT ADDITIONS 


To the Southern Medical College—-Two 
New Departments to Be Begun 
Next Fall. 


Learning that great improvements were ex. 
pected to be made in the college building of the 
Southern Medical college, and several new depart- 
ments added to thecourse of study, a reporter 
sought Dr. T. 8. Powell, the president of the 
board of triistees, at his cozy home on Ivy street, 
last night, and asked him for more definite in- 
formation. 

‘“‘Yes,”’ replied the doctor, “it has become neces- 
sary for us either to enlarge our present building 
or to erect a new one. The number of students has 
steadily grown, so that those who attend#G the 
session just closed could not be comfortably pro- 
vided for in the lecture room. Besides, we prefer 
that all our departments shall be taught in one 
building, and the present building is really not 
large enough to accommodate the departments we 


have.” 

“Il hear of several new departments to be 
added, doctor, will you tell me what they are?” 

“Certainly. They consist of the pharmaceutical 
department and the legal department; the former 
will commence on the second Tuesday in October 
next, and the latter begins the firat Monday in 
September. Charters for both schools have been 
obtained, and several of the faculty in each de- 
partment have been chosen already. We propose 
to have room enough to accommodate 390 students 
in each department separately, and intend to have 
each thoroughly equipped for the special work 
pertaining toit. The course of study will be so 
arranved that students in one department can at- 
tend lectures in each of the others, and special 
rates will be given the regular students of one de- 
partment who desire to attend the others,” 

“But why, doctor, do you intend to combine 
several schools in one building that seem to be 
somewhat incongruous? What connection is 
there, for instance, between the practice of medi- 
cine and pharmacy, or between dentistry and 
medicine?’ 

‘“‘Well, to begin with,tevery well-informed phy- 
sician understands that to be thoroughly success- 
ful in applying remedies to diseases after he 
diagnoses thei, it is necessary to become ac- 
quainted with the manufacturing of medicines 
and their chemical reaction, as_ well as their 
theropeutical application. He also knows that 
much barm has been done and many lives lost 
through the ignorance of druggists and their 
clerks ; oftentimes, indeed, the results of these 
mistakes were charged to uuskillfulness of the doc- 
tor. Then, as to dentistry, every physician knows 
the advantage it gives him in the treatment of 
abscesses of the gums to understand the structure 
of the teeth. This knowledge is also useful in 
treating all diseases of the mouth and injuries to 
the bones of ti@jaw. Then, too, the physician is 
sometimes called upon to draw teeth or to pre- 
scribe for patients with the toothache, and neu- 
ralgic diseases resuiting from decayed teeth. It 
is not\convenient very often, even in towns of 
some size, to reach a competent dentist, and in the . 
rural districts tie physician has many patients 
who look to him alone for such treatinent.”’ 

“T admit, doctor, your logic is good, and your 
arguments are very convincing as to the useful 
combination of medicine, pharmacy and dentistry, 
but what about law? How can that have any con- 
nection with the others?’’ 

“To be candid with you, this arrangement is 
rincipally for the advantage that the 
aw students may gain from a knowledge of one or 

two of the otyer branches of study, rather than 
what the medical or pharmaceutical or dental stu- 
dents would gain from studying law. 

Many cases arise in a lawyer’s practice when the 
deciding point.involves some fact to be established 
by the testimony of medical experts. For in- 
stance, in cases involving the question of legiti- 
macy, or probable insanity; to cases of death by 
apparently doubtful or suspicious means; to cases 
of permanent injury to the body or limbs, and to 
cases where the want of a sufficient disposing 
power ina last illness might be evident or pre- 
sumed; in these andin many other cases it is a 
great advantage to the student of law if he can, 
withont inconvenience and without large addi- 
tional cost, acquaint himself with the principles 
of medical jurisprudenge and the anatomy of the 
human system. On the other hand, it is by no 
means safe fora man of business or property to 
depend in intricate concerns of business upon his 
own intuitive knowledge of legal principles 
or processes. With regard to members of the 
other learned professions, somo degree of legal 
knowledge is so well calculated to discipline the 
understanding and to enlarge its scope and ca- 
pacity, that the study ot the law might very well 
be recommended for that reason alone, to all per- 
sons whoaere designed for employment calling 
specially into action the intellectual powers. Our. 
object, then, in a few words, is toenable each de-’ 
partment to profit by the other. If this be prop- 
erly understood and appreciated by the people of) 
the south, we believe that a fiir pat- 
ronage of our college will result, 
and we will be enabled to turn out better doctors, 
better pharmacists, better dentists and better 
lawyers. This is our hope and our determination, 
and all we desire is an opportunity to make our 
promise good. 

|] would also emphasize the fact that the city of 
Atlanta is deeply interested in the success of our 
enterprise. Every student who attends either of 
our departments will spend, on an average, $300 
per session in the stores and boarding houses of 
Atlanta. * 

When the two new departments reach the point 
of successful operation that the medical and 
dental departments havo already attained, our 
college will then have something like 1,000 
students, and this will mean from $250,000 to 
$300,000 spent in Atlanta every year by the 
students of the Southern Medical college. Without 
the facilities offered to southern students by this 
institution, every dollar of this money would be 
spent in more distant colleges and the benefits of 
it would be practically lost to this community.

Observer Byram Talks Entertainingly of the 
Winter’s Record. 

The weather record for the past winter does not 
show up very brightly for Atlanta. 

Had there been less rain and more sun the pages 
of the signal service man’s books would have been 
correspondingly brighter, but talk can’t change 
facts in the least. 

‘“‘We did not have a great dealof rain in Decem- 
ber,’’ said Observer Byram yesterday. “In that 
month 3.89 inches fell, which is 1.44 inches less 
than the usual December average. 

“In January 6.73 inches fell in seventeen days. 
That is just .44 inches in excess of any full January 
month in the history of the local. station, which is 
thirteen years old. 

“In February the fall in twenty days was 8.50 
an excess of 3.51 inches over any single corre- 
sponding month. 

‘The tall of rain up. to this evening was 6.75 
inches, an excess over the firstthirteen Gaye in any 
previous month of March. 

‘The excess of rain for the first seventy-two 
days of this yearis 8.08 inches over the corre- 
sponding period of any previous. The same condi- 
tions a8 they existed in Atlanta hold good for the, 
surrounding territory to the extent of twenty 
miles square. 

“Any particular phenomenon attached to the 
record?’ 

“Yes, the water famine at Charleston, 8. C.. J 
consider a remarkable occurrence. While the 
whole of the surrounding country has been flooded 
with rains, scarcely a drop has fallen in that city. 
A scarcity of good water that actually amounted 
to a famine has existed there for two months 
that has only been raised within the past week by 
a shower.”’

“The period from February 28th to March 9th 
er In those ten days 4.87 inches of rain 

ell. 

“The coldest day was Friday, February 27 
when the thermome dropped to 20 Renee: 
above zero. Snow fell December 16th for twenty- 
five minutes, but it was moist and formed into 
slush. Sieet fell January 8th at midday, lasting 
only a few minutes. On Thursday,Februar 26th, 
a heavy snowstorm commenced at 11:50 o’clock in 
the morning, and lasted until 5:20 o’clock p. m., 
but — snow melted as fast as it struck the 

round.” 

‘What is the present outlook?”

ANNIE BESANT COMING. 


And Theosophists Are All on the Qui Vive 
to See and Hear Her.

BOYCOTT IN AMERICUS. 


THE WATER COMMISSIONERS CUT 
OFF THE WATER. 


A Bold Attempt to Throttle the Press, 
Because It Published the Facts 
About the Commission. ’ 


Americus, Ga., March 14.—[{Special.]— 
The Americus Recorder and The Americus 
Times will publish a joint card, announc- 
ing the suspension of the publication of 
their papers. | 

This suspension is forced by the action 
of the water commissioners of the eity 
raising the already excessive water rate 
150 per cent, refusing to contract to sup- 
ply water for motors which run the 
presses, even at the advance, and notifying 
the papers that the water will be cut off 
at any moment. 

The reason given is that the water sup- 
ply is insufficient, and that only private 
commissioners can hereafter be supplied. But 
the true inwardness lies in another reason. 

THE TRUE INWARDNESS. 

Some days ago the papers here published 
the fact that, in order to keep up the sup- 
ply, the commissioners were turning into 
the reservoir the town creek, into which 
is emptied, just above the waterworks, the 
drainage of the filthiest portion of the 
city. 

When this fact was published, investiga- 
tion followed, and the truth of the charges 
made by the papers was sustained. A most 
terrific howl was raised by the people, and 
so warm was it made for the commission- 
ers that they were compelled to shut out 
the creek from the reservoir except occa- 
sionally at night on the sly. 

THE PAPERS BOYCOTTED. 

As a consequence the water supply is 
rather short, and rather than go to the ex- 
pense of laying a pipe a mile up the creek, 
to where it was pure, the commission con- 
cluded to cut off the water supply of the 
two papers, who had held them up to public 
indignation. 

Although the quantity used by the motors 
of the papers is comparatively sma!l, they 
are to be made the scapegoats of the wrath 
of the excoriated commission, and not al- 
lowed to have water at any price, while 
the supply and the rate remain the same 
to other large consumers. 

APPEALING TO THE PEOPLE. 

Information in hand from other cities 
shows that the rate heretofore paid by the 
papers here was double that charged else- 
where, and the present rate is announced as 
being made to be prohibitory. To make the 
change from water-power to steam would cost 
each paper several thousand dollars, and 
rather that submit to this unjust discrimina- 
tion and boycott, The Recorder and The 
Times will suspend publication and appeal 
to the people, in whose interest they have 
so faithfully labored for the correction of 
the injustice put upon them.

NINE INMATES OF THE TENNESSEE 
ASYLUM 


Cremated in the Burning of the Building. 
Hundreds of Lunatics Freezing 
in the Cold. 


: 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 14.—[{Special.}— 


Nine male patients perished in the flames, 
which, at a very late hour last night, destroyed 
the entire western wing of the Tennéssee 
hospital for the insane, located seven miles 
southeast of the city, on the Murfreesboro 
turnpike. 

There were 390 patients in the asylum, 150 


males being in the western wing, and 240 | 


women in the eastern wing. 
THE UNFORTUNATE WARD. 

The nine men burned to death were in ward 
No.7. They were so located as to be beyond all 
human aid. The only approach to their rooms 
was sealed by a sheet of flame, while stifling 
smoke made death a question of but a few brief 
minutes toall who breathed the air of the 
corridors. Several attendants had their hands 
and faces scorched, and were almost suffocated. 
The flames from the _ start were 
uncontrollable by simple devices, and had not 
the united attention been turned immediately 
to rescuing the patients, the death roll would 
have borne many times the number of names 
it contains. The patients were hurriedly 
aroused. Each was given a heavy blanket as 
@ protection against the bitter cold. 

THE LUNATICS AT LARGE. 

Shortly after the fire was under good head- 
way the grounds were alive with the inmates 
of the institution. Some escaped from their 
guards, but most of these were afterwards 
found and returned to the asylum. Some had 
their feet and legs frozen, and are suffering 
terribly. 

The fire originated in a room on the second 
floor, and is believed to have been the work 
of J. Brooks, of Davidson county, known 
a8 @& pyro-maniac, who had _= served 
two terms in the penitentiary for arson, and 
who had, when placed on trial for a third 
offense of the kind® been adjudged insane and 
committed to the asylum. Brooks/ is 
among the victims of the fire. Some think 
the fire was started by Lee Alford, another in- 
mate on the same floor. : 

SOME OF THE VICTIMS. 

Among others were the apartments occupied 
by Dr. Frank Holloway, of Davidson; John 
Poindexter, of Wilson; A. R. Goodlet, of Da- 
vidson; John 8. Johnson, of Rutherford; W. 
J. Little, of Wilson; W. H. Beasley, of 
Hickman; 8. J. Brooks, of Davidson; John 
Nance, of Smith, ,and John Kelly, of 
Wayne. 

The flames spread with great rapid- 
ity. The Nashville fire. department was 
requested to send an engine, but there was a 
delay of nearly two hours before the engine 
was sent. The fireman who arrived in time 
to save the eastern wing, had several narrow 
escapes from being crushed by falling walls. 
Dr. John H. Callender, the superintendent of 


the asylum, was almost suffocated by the dense | torrid ¥ ;

Governor Bucbanan was asked to send 
local troops to assist in guarding the 
patients, who had been taken from the wings, 
but as the railroad track was covered with 
water the special train, which was gotten 
ready, could not be used. The trusteesof the 
asylum met today, and decided to remove 125 

atitients to the West Tennessee hospital, at 

The burned building 
was valued at $75,000.

LARGE FIRE IN SYRACUSE. 
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A Conflagration Causes Millions of Dollars 
Damage. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., March 14.—Two large fires are 
raging. One started in the wholesale district at 
6 o'clock a. m. Beginning on Frankiin and 
Fayette, it destroyed every store south of Fayette. 
At 7:50 o’clock, fire broke out in Roscoe’s whole- 
sale brick fruit house, in another section. It 
quickly spread to adjoining buildings east and 
west, and is now confined to the Vanderbilt 
house on the west. The Journal office, including 
the Associated Press’s day office, is a total 
loss. YXates’s block is now burning fiercely, 
witha high wind prevailing. Montgomery flats, 
a block in length and six stories high, is now 
burning. The fire at 9:30 o’clock was raging 
fiercely. Assistance has heen asked from Utica, 
Oswego, Baldwin-ville and Fuiton. The cupola 
of Montgomery flats has talleain. Candee house 
is on fire, and St. Paul’s cathedral and the Grand 
opera house biock are threatened. There wasa 
terribie lack of water. The wind keeps up. 

The total estimated loss is over $2,000,000 and 
the insurance will not over half coverit. The fire 
was under control at 2:30 o’clock p. m., but the 
fire department is still hard at work. A detailed 
estimate of the losses and insurance at this time is 
out of the question, but the following partial list 
is given: The Cook biock, owned by Christian 
Cook, valued at $250,000; insurance two-thirds; B. 
W. Roscoe estimates his loss at $60,000, insurance 
unknown ; Alfred Friend, hardware, loss, $5,000; 
Kinny & Doolittie, wholesaie liquor dealers, loss, 
$25,000,-insurance, $15,000; 8. Eckstein, gentle- 
men’s furnishing goods, loss, $7,500, insurance, 
$5,500; Towne’s restaurant, loss, $8,000. 

The first show of fire was at 6 :30 o’clock a. m. in 
the block on West Fayette street, and spread in 
all directions. 

Chief Engineer Reilly, of the fire department. 
was quickly on the scene with all available ap- 
paratus. The fire,soon spread to the north side of 
West Fayette street and Chief Reilly quickly saw 
that the threatened destruction was too great for 
his apparatus to fight. He wired to Utica, Rome 
and Oswego to send relief, and he had hurdly done 
so when the danger was suddenly doubled. 

Fire and smoke burst without warning from 
the top of Roscoe Bros’. five-story block, on East 
Washington street, four blocks away. A fiving 
brand from West Fayette street had caused this, 
and before the alrea‘ly overworked firemen could 
send relief the flames were beyond <ontrol. J 
furious gale was blowing. 

In the West Fayette street fire the Hogan block, 
a wont agg stone front building, was first de- 
stroyed. Thecenter store was occupied by Hier 
& Lighton, cigar manufacturers, and the next by 
M. P. Walsh, bardware. A four-story next, east, 
was burned. It was also owned by Hogan. The 
building next, east, was occupied by the Alsopp 
Furnace Company and Christ & Sehl, spices. 

The United States hotel, which was burned, was 
owned by Danie] O’Keeie. On the north side of 
Yayette street, the Van Rennsalaer block, owned 


by William Ayres, first barned, and the Seneca | 


house, next east, also burned. Several tenants 
Jost smallamounts. David Davis owned the next 
building east, which was also burned. John F. 
Kauffmann owned a three-story block next. A 
brown stone biock aiso went up. 

In the Montgomery strect fire the blocks burned 
blocks, the Montgomery flats and 
Washington street fire is on Montgomery street. 

By the first fire, ten blocks were leveled in West 
Fayette and l’ranklinu streets, and by the second 
fire three blocks were destroyed, one of which 
covered half a squire, the Yate’s block and une 
residence. Over 100 families, who occupied flats 
above the stores, were burned out, and four resi- 
dences were destroyed by the first fire. The prin- 
cipal losses and insurance are as follows: Syra- 
cuse Journal,loss $59,000 on stock, insurance, $43,- 
000; on buiiding, owved by E. and W. Nottingham, 
insurance $8,000; loss $30,000.

WITH CHINESE GORDON. 


The Greatest Explorer Since Columbus—The 
Grandeur of the African Landscape, 
Capacity of the Opera House. 


Stanley’s manager, Major J. B. Pond, tele- 
graphed the other day for some details of the 
arrangements here for the 2d of April. 
Stanley is on the way, and having an immense 
success. His advent here is beginning to be 
the town talk. 

Of course everybody wants to know what 
will be the price of tickets. This has been 
fixed at $2, $1.50 and $1 for the three floors, 
which seat 2,000 people. Besides this, there 
are fifteen boxes that will seat eighty- 
seven people, counting from five 
to seven in a box. The _ com- 
mittee was anxious to get an auditorium 
which would seat 5,000 people, as that number 
of seats could bo eusily filled, but it was not 
practicable to get any place comfortable at 
this time of year, which would accommodate 
that many. Some may have to be turned 
away, but those who do get in the opera 
house will be comfortable. Not only that, 
they will hear Stanley. From the front of 
the stage, where he will stand, his voice will 
be distinctly audible to the remotest gallery. 

Outside of the desire tohear him lecture, 
thereisa great deal of curiosity to see Mr. 
Stanley. No explorer, since the time of 
Columbus, has attracted such world-wide at- 
tention. In some respects hé is much like the 
lamented Sir Charles Gordon, who lost his 
life while trying to rule the turbulent hosts of 
the Soudan. The same cool intrepidity and 
immovable self-reliance characterized both 
men. Si: Ciarles Gordon led a charge 
against i... infuriated demons of Tai Ping’s 
army with no weapon but a light walking 
stick, and quietly directed his | forces, 
using the cane to point them to the particular 
breach in the walled city which he wished 
them to charge. 

Stanley was equally cool in the depth of the 
African jungle. When burning with fever and 
borne along by a few faithful followers, he 
unflinchingly held his course toward the 
heart of the continent. 

Both these men in their wanderings seem to 
have come face to face with the Almighty. 
The sublime faith of Gordon, the greatest 
soldier England has produced in this century, 
is only comparable to that of General Lee. 

WhenfStanley came out of the dark conti- 
nent he stopped on the eastern shore of it and 
wrote a book, and in it he records as the 
strongest impression he brought out of that 
vast wildernessg an overwhelming sense of the 
presence and majesty of the Almighty. It is 


| no wonder that in those vast solitudes, where 


he came face to face with nature, he re- 
alized the presence of the _ creator. 
On every side the works of na- 
ture were grand; the animal kingdom 
was represented on a prodigious scale; mas- 
sive elephants crashed through the tangled 
vines of the jungle,rhinoscerosses heaved to and 
fro in the reedy marshes, and the lions roared 
on the plain; mountains ofiron or stone lifted 
their lofty neads to the sky, and their snow- 
capped summits glistened in the blaze ofa 
torrid sun. The play of the elements was 


grander than Stanlgy’s description of astorm in 
the forest, wherethe great towering, tangled 
mass of trees and creepers groaned and bOured 
with the crashing symphony of the whirtwind. 

Stanley has said that the dark continent has 
@ pressing interest for the southern states. His 


| conviction is thatit furnishes the solution of 


the race problem. Before he left Africa he 
wrote of this conviction to the American pub- 
lishers of that wonderful book, “‘An Appeal 
to Pharach.’”’ On this’ subject he will 
doubtless have something to say, and it 
will be worth traveling hundreds of miles 
for a serious man to hear this problem handled 
from an African standpoint. We heard it dis- 
cussed from this side ad nauseam, now we 
would like to have a word from the dark 
continent.

Because It Went Through a Fire.

The Jacobs Pharmacy Company. 

These are the parties to an interesting and 
novel suit in the Fulton superior court. 

The 8.8.8. Company is the complainant 
and the Jacobs Pharmacy Company isthe de- 
fendant. — 

The suit was filed yesterday. 

It was in the shape of an injanction, and a 
temporary restraining order was granted by 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke. 

The case is all over a lot of S. 8. 8. which 
passed through a big fire in Macon the early 
part of this year. 

Several weeks ago H. J. Lamar & Son, drug- 
gists in Macon, Ga., were burned out. 


ln their warerooms, where the fire occurred, 


was stored a large quantity of that wonderful 
patent medicine, S. 8. 8. 

The firm carried a good insurance and soon 
after the fire the adjusters came upon the 
scene. In adjusting Lamar & Son’s loss the 
insurance companies decided to take off the 
firm’s hands a quantity of goods which had 
passed through the fire. 

Four hundred and fifty-one cases of §. 8. 8. 
were among the goods the insurance company 
secured in closing the adjustment. 

Of course the insurance companies could not 
consider the S.S: 8. as assets, unless they 
could convert it into money. 

And this they proceeded to do without delay. 


In disposing of the 8S. 8. 8S. the insurance. 


men found a ready purchaser for it in Mr. Joe 
Jacobs, manager of the Jacobs Pharmacy 
Company, so the papers on filein the clerk’s 
office say. 

On the 13th of the present month, last Fri- 
day, Dr. Rankin, president of the S. 8S. S. Com- 
pany, in passing along Marietta street, ob- 
served a number of boxes of 8. 8. 8S. piled in 
front of the Jacobs Pharmacy Company. In 
the pile there were 150 boxes, and to Dr. 
Rankin they resembled the boxes of S. 8. 5S. 
that he had seen in Macon soon after the fire: 

The resemblance was marked because the 
boxes he saw in Macon were burned and 
charred with fire, just as those were he saw in 
front of Jacobs’s. 

Dr. Rankin, knowing the properties of his 
medicine, Rid not want the S. 8. 8S. which had 


passed through the fire sold. 

. “For,” as he asserts in his affidavit attached 
to the papers yesterday filedin court, ‘‘heat 
in a high degree destroys the virtue of the 
medicine, it being entirely vegetable, and the 
heaton this occasion was enough to destroy 
its virtue.” 

Not wishing the medicine in the charred 
boxes sold, Dr. Rankin consulted his at- 
torney, Mr. J. C. Reed. 

Mr. Reed fthen visited the Jacobs 
pharmacy, and to him Mr. Joe Jacobs as- 
serted that he had bought the burned S. S. 8. 
in Macon, and had brought it to Atlanta to 


sell. 

° This declaration of Mr. Jacobs—it is sworn 
to by Mr. J. C. Reed—induced Dr. Rankin to 
ask the Fulton superior court to restrain the 
Jacobs pharmacy from selling the medicine 
brought from Macon. In the petition the in- 
junction asserts; 

That the petitioners are manufacturers of a 
blood medicine popularly called 8. 8.8. Itis 
pnt up in packages and bottles bear- 
ing a particular label, on which is 
the name of the petitioners as manufac- 
turers and the S. S. S., which is both a trade 
name and a trade mark. 

The medicine has a great reputation, and 
the sale is constantly increasing in America 
and in foreign countries. 

The composition is a secret. 

No pains have been spared to give it the 
greatest possible virtue, and to keep up its 
high standard of purity. : 

A large amount of money has been spent in 
manufacturing and advertising the medicine 
and the property of the petitioners in it is of 
the greatest value, and the value 
especially depends upon the high repu- 
tation which the efforts of the manufacturers 
have given it. 

Then referring to the fire in Macon and giv- 
ing the details of the disposition of the medi- 
cine by the insured, the paper asserts that— 

The medicine in that fire had been exposed 
to such a degree of heat that its medicinal 
qualities were dissipated, and all the virtue 
was lost. 

The paper says, too, that the plaintiffs be- 
lieve. that the defendant, the Jacobs 
Pharmacy Company, knew the ef- 
fect of fire on the medicine before 
purchasing it from the insurance company, and 
that Mr. Jacobs has brought it to Atlanta 
and is now attempting to sell it as genuine, 
unadujterated and good medicine, and that 
what they offer for sale is under the trade 
mark, label and name of the plaintiff.

Then, too, the 
sale of the medicine by Mr. Jacobs will be an 
infringement on the exclusive right of the 
S. 8. S. Company to use the package, label, 
trade mark and trade name.”’

THE EMPEROR AND THE PRINCE. 


The Differences Between Them About to 
Be Adjusted. 

BERLIN, March 14.—{Copyrighted 1891 by the 
New York Associated Press.)}—The renewal fof 
friendly relations between the emperor and 
Prince Bismarck approaches a certainty. The 
emperor will visit Kiel at the end of the month, 
and he will proceed thence to Altona, where he 
‘will review the ninth army corps, which is com- 
manded by Count von Waldersee. Waidersee, on 
the occasion of his recent visit to Fried- 
richsruhe, conveyed a request from the 
emperor to Prince Bismarck -to meet him 
at Altona. Bismarck has not yet given his assent 
to the resumption of direct communication with 
theemperor. His delay in responding ap to 
be due to a determination to assure himse to 
how the emperor is eggs | soon to stand towards 
the leading statesmen who are the probable suc- 
cessors of the present ministry. The cabinet is in 
a state of solution. What may be its final compo- 
sition when the emperor finally resolves upon it, 
his majesty himself does not know. After Von 
Gossler, Herr Herrfurth, minister of the interior, 
will be the next to go. 

Chancellor von Caprivi denie’ the rumor that he 
intends to resign, but he tells his friends that he 
awaits his majesty’s pleasures upon reforming the 
ministry. Von Caprivi has made his peace with 
Bismarck, and slants towards the conservatives 
and cartellers who have never ceased in their ad- 
miring allegiance to the prince. The emperor has 
failed to find Caprivi the tractable tool he 
expected him to be. Beneath the 
chancellor’s repaecger of manner lies a firm 
disposition not to yield on great matters, though 
he is submissive on minor ones. The emperor 
now appears to be making Miguel, Prussian min- 
ister of finance, his bosom confidant. 

The papers last evening, in view of the constant 
consultations between the emperorand Miguel, 
| annownced that the latter had actually been ap- 
pointed to succeed Chancellor von Caprivi. The 
announcement is not true yet. The appointment 
of Miguel as chancellor would imply the emperor’s 
full adhesion to labor reforms and liberal meas- 
ures for the relief of the burdens of the working- 
men. 

Prince Bismarck is awaiting developments. He 
is waiting to see the tendency of the imperial 
mind. If the emperor selects Herr Miguel as 
chancellor, the chance of a renewal of confidentia! 
relations with the ex-chancellor will be very re- 
mote. The people of Berlin now call the emperor 
“Der Pletzliche.” They are becoming habituated 
to sudden surprises from him. In the meantime, 
in view of a possible reconciliation, the Bismarck- 
ian organs are observing an armistice and refrain 
from attacking the imperial policy.

. The entire property of the Atlanta Street 
Railway Company 

And the Atlanta and Edgewood Electric 
line : é 

Was sold and formally transferred to a 
syndicate, largely composed of northern and 
easter capitalists, the first of the three 
payments being made yesterday morning at 
11 o’clock. 

The price paid for the two systems will 
not be made public by either party to the 
deal. It is safe to say, however, that be- 
tween $750,000 and $800,000 were paid for 
the Atlanta company’s property, and that 
the total amount involved will fall not far 
short of $1,000,000. 

Twenty-one miles of road comprise the 
property transferred yesterday. The pur- 
ehasing company secures all the lines in 
the city except the Metropolitan and Fulton 
County lines. : 

It is more than probable that both the 
datter, the Metropolitan and the Fulton 
County, will become a part of the system 
mow owned by the new company, in the 
mear future.

The Inception of the Deal. 

Mr. Joel Hurt was the prime mover in the

They are men and institutions which weild a 
large influence and are well known in Boston 
and New York, and we think the transaction 
will redound to the benefit of this city. 

**The purchasers are all gentlemen of the 
highest character, and their reputation as 
business men is unquestioned. They are in- 
terested in seeing Atlanta receive whatever 
benefits nay accrue from a first-class system 
of street railways, and will exert their en- 
ergies to that en:i.’’ 

WHAT IS TO BE DONE. 

Mr. Glasier was asked about the intentions 
of the purchasing company. 

“This is a biz undertaking,” he replied, 
“and we have uot yet completed all our de- 
tails. 

“In the first place, we bespeak the patience 
and co-operation oi the public during the time 
required to make the’ changes contemplated. 
This will occasion more or leas inconvenience, 
and we want the people to be patient until we 
get thi.gs in shape. 

“I* is our inteution to do everything we can 
to give the public a street railway system first- 
class in every particular, which will 
inure to her prosperity and advancement. 
If we have the influence of the 


4 citizens we feel that we will be successful, and 


more fe and still better conveniences and sccom- 
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sible. Our is that a city is greatly 
benefited by double-track street railways, in- 
asmuch as it gives the public better accom- 
modations, and is, in fact, in every way 
superior to single-track systems. 

“The changes we will make will necessarily 
entail the loss of considerable property now of 
use, but practically valueless to the changed 
system. In order that we may eventually be 
reimbursed for this loss, we ask the active 
support of the public. There is nothing better 
calculated to advance the material interests of 
® city than a first-class street railway service, 
and in bespeaking the support of the citizens 
we feel that we are but asking them to sustain 
that which will redound to their own 
prosperity.”’ 

ALL FOR ATLANTA’S GOOD. 

In speaking of the pleasant relations between 
the purchasers and sellers, Mr. Glasier said: 

‘In all my experience in the change of man- 
agement of street railway enterprises, in all 
parts of the country, I have never 
seen an instance where the  pur- 
chasers of property have so _ heartily 
the support and co-operation of the sellers as 
in this case. The former owners are largely 
interested in the welfare of Atlanta, and they 
show tleir faith by their financial interest in 
the new corporation. 

“The new enterprise has their enthusiastic 
support and their bost efforts will be given to 
promote its interests, because in doing so they 
work for the good of Atlanta, whose prosperity 
they all have closest at heart.” 

To Get All the Lines. 

As already stated, the new company will 
probably buy the Metropolitan and the Fulton 
County lines, thus owning all the lines in the 
city. :

The name will be “The Atlanta Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company.” '

ing of this feature, “is to organize a company 
which shall be proprietary, to manage all their 
corporations. When purchased, Mr. Joel Hurst 
will be made president, with the active man- 
agement in his hands. 

‘We have been largely interested in street 
railways all over the country, especially 
electric lines, have come into close contact 
with men interested in all sorts of street rail- 
ways, and we find that Mr. Hurt has been em- 
inently successful in the building and manage- 
ment of his roaad—the Atlanta and Edgewood, 
which is in fact one of the best 
in the south. We regard him as 
a man of marked ability, a man 
thoroughly imbued with enthusiasm for the ad- 
vancement of Atlanta, who has made an un; 
qualified success of everything he has under- 


determined to bring it to a prosperous issue. 

‘‘With this regard for him we have asked 
Mr. Hurt to take the presidencyof the con- 
solidated company. We could not have found 
a man anywhere better calculated to make it 
as successful as we are confident he will. He 
is heartily in sympathy with all our plans, he 
believes in the future of Atlantaand the suc- 
cess of the new enterprise.”’ 

Mr. Hurt Talks. 

‘‘Last summer,”’ said Mr. Joel Hurt last 
night, ‘‘our Atlanta and Edgewood line ob- 
tained from the city council] the right of way 
for extending their lines. So many difficulties 
appeared inthe way—extra tracks, obstruc- 
tions in the streets—that we delayed extending 
to see if some better way did not present itself. 
I met Mr. Alfred Glazier in Boston, and ne- 
gotiations were begun then concerning 
this consolidation. It came near being effected 
last fall, but the general pressure in money 
matters and other considerations prevented. 
The matter was taken up again since Christ- 
mas, and has finally resulted in this consoli- 
dation. There were a great many difficulties 
in the way, and the final success of the project 
is due very largely to the good management 
and the influence of Mr. Glasier. 

‘*‘The object in consolidating the lines is to 
furnish the city better street railroad facili- 
ties—better service every way. There will be 
less interference than must result from 
the operation of so many separate lines. The 
expenses of a consolidated management and 
operation being less, they can afford to give 
better service, and will furnish it. 

“The gentlemen interested in this matter 
are amongst the leading men of Boston and 
Massachusetts—the best and most conserva- 
tive financiers of that state. Their purpose is 
to co-operate with parties in Atlanta 
in building up the property to a standard 
equal to tho best in this country, to do which 
requires not only the co-operation of the city 


zens generally. 

“The work looks to the expenditure of a 
large amount of money. This must be ex- 
pended judiciously in order to insure a fair reé- 
turn on the money invested. 

**The bulk of this money will come from 
abroad and wijl be expended here in Atlanta; 
hence it is hoped there will be a friendly dis- 
position shown towards the new corporation. 

“It is easily seen thatif the result is satis- 
factory in this matter, there will naturally fol- 
low other investments from the same source in 
Atlanta enterprises. 

‘*Personally, my interest is to be instru- 
mental-—-with these other gentlemen—in fur- 
nishing to Atlanta astreet car service that 
will be a pride tothe city. Everything con- 
nected with it is to be first-class. 

“Amongst various changes and improve- 
ments that should be made to render Atlanta 
a true metropolis, I consider this the most im- 
portant at this time, and believe it will result 
in lasting benefit to the city. 

“The consolidation includes the Atlanta 
lines, the ‘old Peters lines’—Whitehall, Mari- 
etta, Decatur, Peachtree and Ponce de Leon 
avenue; the Gate City, Wheat and Jackson 
streets, and the Atlanta and West End, to 
Westview cemetery. 

Noa three lines aggregate twenty-one 
miles. 

“Then the Fulton County Electric line, 
about nine.miles more. 

‘‘And the Atlanta and Edgewood line, four 
miles more.

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MADE OF THE CENTRAL RAILROAD 
OF GEORGIA 


By the Richmond Terminal Company?—A 
Rumor that the Deal Is en for 
Ninety-Nine Years. 


A rumor has been abroad for the last few 
days in railroad circles that a large move- 
ment was on foot about some disposition of 
the Central Railroad of Georgia. It is said 
that the Terminal company will lease the 
Central for a term of ninety-nine years. 

Yesterday Mr. John H. Inman spent the 
day in Atlanta, and was in conference, at 
Mr. Hugh T. Inman’s office, with Mr. Pat 
Calhoun and other directors of the Central 
railroad. What was done there has not been 
given out officially, but it is understood that 
the subject of the lease of the Central by" 
the Terminal company was fully discussed,; 


-Mr. Inman and Mr. Calhoun will go to Sa- 


vannah during the coming week, and will 
discuss the matter with the officors and 
directors of the Central railroad there, and 
with General Alexander. 

On the rumor that the road would be 
leased for ninety-nine years, stock which 
has heretofore been selling at from 110 to 
112 has advanced to 118 and 119. There 
is no doubt that the subject of the lease 1s 
now under discussion, and the terms pro- 
prosed are a lease of ninety-nine years, 
guaranteeing 7 per cent net on the stock of 
the Central, payable semi-annually, which 
the Terminal company guarantees, and de- 
posits a sufficient sum to put it beyond 
doubt one of the safest investments at that 
per cent that can be made in the state. 
If the lease is made, Central railroad stock 
will immediately go up to 190or 140, 
perhaps higher, and thero will also be an 
advance in all the securities of this system. 

It is understood that the lease will be 
made under the name of the Georgia Pa- 
cific road instead of the Terminal company. 
This will make a continuous line from 
Savannah to the Mississippi river at Green- 
ville, where the road will connect with the 
Gould systems and with their roads run- 
ning direct to the Pacific ocean. It is not 
improbable that solid trains will be run 
from Savannah, Ga., to the Pacific coast 
within six months. It is understood that 
Mr. Gould is very much in favor of the 
lease, and says it will be a great move 
toward the development of Savannah as a 


great port. 
This will also give a short line from Sa- 


All trains will be run as one road over the 
Georgia Pacific, Richmond . and - Danville 
and Central of Georgia. It will probably be 
two weeks before the matter is closed up. 
Preliminaries have already been arranged, 
and unless something unforseen happens, it 
will be consummated at the next meeting of 
the Terminal board in New York. 

A great many people understand that the 
Richmond Terminal Company owns the 
Central road now. They own a majority of 
the stock in the Georgia Central road, but 
they do not. own the road. It has been 
separate and distinct all the time. By the 
lease they will get the Central and all of 
its connections by guaranteeing to pay.all 
indebtedness, interest on all bonds and 7 
per cent dividends on stock for ninety-nine 
years. By the lease it will become a part 
of the Georgia Pacific system, and will be 
operated as such. 
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A DISTINGUISHED VISITOR, 


Senator Manderson Visits Fort McPher3on 
and Is Well Pleased. 

Fort McPherson had another distinguished 
visitor yesterday morning. 

It was Senator Manderson, who, asa mem- 
ber of the senate military committee, takes a 
lively interest in affairs of a warlike na- 
ture. 

He expressed himseli as well pleased with 
the general condition of the barracks and 
grounds, 

“The location is good, the buildings are 
well coustructed, the grounds conveniently 
laid out, and the general outline of the whole 
placeis fully up to the standard,”’ he said. 
‘‘Captain Jacobs, who is responsible for all 
this, the work having been under his super- 
vision, deserves a great deal of credit for the 
good results he has achieved in the face of 
great obstacles. 

‘The fort lacks one essential point to make 
it a complete artillery post, and that is a good 
artillery range. Butit is a fault thatcannot 
well be remedied. The troops must not only 
be drilled in tactics and evolutions, but in the 
actual work of handling heavy guns, sighting, 
firing, etc., to give them precision of aim and 
qnickness of execution, both of which are so 
necessary in time of war. But the post is too 
close to the city, which willeventually be built 
up around it, and for that reason itis absolutely 
impracticable to establish a rifle range, which 
requires a stretch of bare country around it, 
with possibly a hill or two to receive the shot. 
And for the latter reason, I am of the opinion 
that the present artillery garrison will eventu- 
ally be displaced for infantry.’’ 

After taking dinner at the hotel, Senator 
and Mrs. Manderson, Miss Richmond, of 
Chattanooga, and Mr. Pat Calhoun entered a 
carriage and were driven about the city, 
which, under a bright sun and bracing atmos- 
phere, appeared much more to advantage than 
it has for the past three months.

of a permanent receiver was postponed until 
next Saturday. There isa report t6 the effect 
that the bank may be reorganized and opened 
for business again, and the appointment of a 
permanent receiver may not be necessary. 
THE MACON CONSTRUCTION COMPANY. 

Quite a crowd assembled in Bibb superior 
court room this morning to hear the case of the 
appointment ofa permanent receiver of the 
Macon Construction Company. The proceed- 
ings were opened by . Hill, Harris 
& Birch, and Dessau & Bartlett, 
attorneys representing sundry bondholders and 
creditors, asking that no receiver be appointed 
for the Georgia Southern and Florida railroad, 
but if the court decided to appoint a receiver, 
that ne be a separate receiver from the receiver 
of the Macon Construction Company. They 
did not especially request that separate and 
distinct persons be made receivers, but they 
did so that the current receipts of the Georgia 
Southern road be kept apart and applied 
simply and solely to the payment of the bond- 
holders and creditors of the Georgia Southern 
road. The attorneys alleged that the Georgia 
Southern road is notinsolvent, but that it is 
richly able to pay its indebtness, and that this 
road should not be mixed up with the affairs 
of the Macon Construction Company. They 
also alleged that the Macon Construction 
Company has no right to be operating a rail- 
road. This new feature coming into the mat- 
ter, Judge Miller consented to a postponement 
until 3 o’clock. 

AN AGREEMENT REACHED. 

On assembling, the attorneys of the different 
parties at interest agreed that separate re- 
ceivers be appointed for the Construction Com- 
pany and the differens roads; in other words, 
that the affairs, accounts and receipts of the 
Macon Construction Company, the Macon and 
Savannah Construction Company, the Georgia 
Southern, the Macon and Birmingham and 
she Macon and Atlantic roads, and the Colle- 
ton Land Company, be kept separate and dis- 
tinct. President W. B. Sparks was agreed 
upon as receiver for the entire combination, 
and the court accordingly appointed him. 

This appointment gives satisfaction to all 
concerned. 

This afternoon about thirty prominent citi- 
zens who own and control a majority of the 
ttock in ail of the above properties formed a 
pool to protect the property, and resolved to 
sink or swim, survive or perish together. They 
propose to save the property from the hands of 
any who may wish to destroy it; and 
are determined either to complete the great 
system of railways, or sell the property for its 
full worth, and not allow it to be sacrificed. 
A confident feeling now prevails, and any 
party or company that calculated on getting 
the Georgia Southern road at a mere song, at 
receiver’s sale, will be badly disappointed. 
The pool selected Henry J. Lamar, Sr., J. W. 
Cabaniss and W. A. Doody as trustees of the 
pool’s interests.

A LETTER FROM MR. NESBITT. 


The Commissioner Makes a Timely Talk 
to the Farmers. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 14, 1891.—To the Farmers 
of Georgia: In view of the almost unprecedented 
po TR erty conten resulting from the long- 
comtinued and heavy rains, the large cotton crop, 
the present and prospective low price of the staple, 
also the short crop and advancing price of grain, 
I would offer the following suggestions, which I 
think will be of some use in enabling us to meet a 
serious emergency demanding our thoughtful at- 
tention. 

1. The corn-planting season is upon us, and in 
the co portion of the state it has been im- 
possible to even prepare the lands. The oat crop, 
usually so largely sown and growing at this season, 
bas not, except in a few instances, been put in the 

round. It is now too late to put in anything 

ike the usual area, therefore let me urge upon the 

farmers in “pitching” their crops to put inag 
large a corn crop as possible, supplementing it 
with the usual food crops. 

2. As the time for preparation is so short, 
concentrate by preparing deeply and thoroughly a 
smaller area, putting on this the fertilizers in- 
tended for a greater number of acres. Diffuse the 
fertilizers through the soil, as far as possible, 80 
that the crops may be better able to withstand the 
drought, which we may reasonably look for during 
the growing season. Then give rapid and shallow 
cultivation. 

3. In planting, remember that the t mistake 
made by many farmers is the crowding of both 
corn and cotton. Give the plants plenty of room. 
This also will prove a great safe guard against the 
effects of drought. Of course, the distance must 
be regulated by the character of the soil, the 
amount of fertilizers used, and tne variety of the 
corn and cotton used, that of compact growth and 
short limbs requiring less space than the larger 
limbed variety. Remember, too, that to depend 
on the floating labor is to take agreatrisk. ‘There 
are so many other industries throughout the state 
drawing on this supply, that the farmer’s safest 
plan is to plant only wnat he is sure he can manage 
well, 

Tosum up, plantan abundance of food crops 
for home consumption; prepare the land deep Pi 
and thoroughly; apply fertilizers abundantly, dif- 
fusing it so that the plants may send out roots in 
all directions; give plenty of distance. In the 
event of drought this plan will insure better re- 
sults than if the plants are crowded, and the roots, 
in seeking the fertilizers, tend all in one direction. 
The alliance and agricultural clubs throughout 
the state will do good by taking hold of this sub- 
ject, discussing it thoroughly and deciding on 
promptaction. R. T. NEssirT, Commissioner.

Geraci, the closest man, was struck in the 
back of the head and his body pitched for- 
ward and layimmovable on the stone pave- 
ment. 

Romero fell to his knees with his face buried 
in his hands, and in that position was shot to 
death.

The bloody executioners did their work well, 
and beneath the continuing fire, Comitz and 
Traina,two of the nen who had not been tried, 
but who were charged jointly with the others 
accused, fell together. Their bodies were lit- 
erally riddled with buckshot, and they were 
stone dead almost before the fusilade was over. 

When the group of assassins was discovered 
on the gallery, Macheca, Scaffedi and old man 
Marchesi separated from the other six and ran 
up the stairs. Thither half a dozen men fol- 
lowed them, and as the terror-stricken assas- 
sins ran into the cells they were slain. 

Joe Macheca, who was charged with 
being the arch-conspirator, was a short, 
fat man and was summarily dealt 
with He had. his back turned 
when the shot struck him immediately behind 
the ear, and his déath was instantaneous. 
There was no blood from the wound and wher 
the body was found the ear was swollen 80 as 
to hide the wound, which the coroner had 
great difficulty in locating. 

Scaffedi, one of the most villainous of the 
assassins, dropped like a log when a bullet 
struck him between the eyes. Old man Mar- 
chesi was the only one who was not killed 
outright. He wasstruek in the top of the 
head while he stood behind Macheca, and 
though he was mortally wounded, he lingered 
all the evening.

An Excess of Rain in the Southern States 
The Freeze and the Fruit. 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—The week has been 
warmer than usual im the states on the Atlantic 
coast, in the lower lake region, and the northern 
portions of Mississippi and Alabama, the greatest 
excess of temperatura being over New England 
and New York, where the daily average was about 
six above normal, The week was cold gen- 
erally throughout the central valleys and 
thence westward to the Pacific coast, 
Over the region from Texas northward 
to Dakota ana Montana, the weather was un- 
usually cold, the average daily temperature over 
this ection ranging from 12 to W de- 
grees below normal for the week. About the nor- 
mal temperature prevailed on the Pacific coast, 
except in Washington, where the daily tempera- 
ure was about6 degrees lower than usual. 
Therainfall for the week has been in excess gen- 
rally throughout the southern, middle and New 
England states and inthe central valleys, except 
vver portions of Ohio, Indiana, Lilinois and Mis- 
souri, where only light showers occurred. There 
was an excess of precipitation also over the Mis- 
souri valley, Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, lowa 
and southern Miunesota, On the Pacific coast 
the rainfall was less than usual, except in north- 
ern California and southern Uregon. The week was 
dry generally throughout Texas, and thence west- 
ward to southern Caiitornia, while eastward from 
Texas over the southern states the rainfall wag 
greatly in excess, the amount of precipitation in 
the east guif states, northern Georgia, and por- 
tions of North Carolinia and Ternessee ranging 
from four to six inches. Generaily throughout 
the season 18 retarded, notwithstanding the fact 
that t..e thermal conditions over this region are 
generally in excess. The recent storms which have 
ssed over the central valley have been attended 
by freezing weather in that fegion, but 
as the growing season has not been opened it 
is probable that the low temperature reported 
caused no marked injury to the growing crops, 
although in the west guif,| where fruit trees are in 
bloom, the severe ireeze during the present week 
has caused some damage. ‘There is an excess of 
moisture generally throughout the cotton and 
tubacco regions, and over a greater portion of the 
failand spring wheat regions, there is also an 
excess of moisture generally thoughout Califor- 
nia and Oregon, due largely to recent rains which 
followed what threatened to be serious drouth in 


that region. a

Execution of a Murderer. 

DECATUR, Il!l., March 14.—W. H. Crawford was 
executed in the corridor of Macon county jail in 
the presence of 200 witnesses at 11:15 o’clock a. m, 
He murdered Mrs. Mathias on August 26th last, 
because she would not marry him. He was con- 
victed February 4th. A great shout went up when 
the verdict was rendered, and only expeditious 
work on the part of the jail officials in getting him 
out of the courtroom and behind the bars, pre- 
vented the crowd from lynching him. The pris- 
oner preserved the most nonchalant demeanor 
througchout, both before and after his conviction. 
He refused to aliow his attorneys to either appeai 
the case or toapply to the governor for a stay of 
execution, or acommutation of sentence. He said 
that, as he had been condemned to death, he 
wanted the sentence carr 6.1 out.

The vigorous efforts of the evening ex-offi- 
cial ‘organ’ to fan a sensation out of its 
loss of the city printing by attacking the 
mayor and council seems to have run & short 
course, which is very natural when we take 
into consideration the fact that the people 
thoroughly understood the true animus of 
the spasmodic effervescence of a belated and 
bedraggled competitor. 

A feature of these interesting and sonie- 
what amusing attacks has been the publica- 
tion of a series of alleged anonymous com- 
munications from a self-constituted cor- 
respondent, who has had special charge of 
the work of playing the fly on the council’s 


horn. 
One of the last of these contributions was 


a suggestion of the aforesaid self-constituted 
correspondent to the effect that, if the afore- 
said belated and bedraggled competitor did 
not get the city printing by hook or by crook, 
there would be an indignation meeting at the 
artesian well. Coming from the innermost 
depths of the ex-official urgan’s editorial 
recess, the threat is of course somewhat 
alarming. We take this occasion, however, 
to notify the public that if there are to be 
any fireworks displayed on this festive occa- 
sion, the merchant who makes the outlay 
will require cash in advance, if the order 
comes from the same source as that which 
exultingly proclaimed a few months ago that 
it had ‘‘cornered the fireworks market of 
Atlanta and would make the atmosphere 
lurid around the artesian well.”’ 

Result—a suit for the purchase amount 
and a judgment for the plaintiff, to slow 
music by the band. 

As to the city printing, Mayor Hemphill 
has no more to do with it than the khedive 
of Egypt. According tocustom the council 
asked for bids for the printing for the next 
year. THE CONSTITUTION, to demonstrate

reduced its offer to a figure which made its 
bid the lowest and the contract was accord- 
ingly let. Mayor Hemphill did not have the 
remotest connection with it—certainly no 
more than did Alderman Haas a year ago, 
when the contract was awarded to the now ex- 
official organ, OF WHICH COMPANY ALDER- 
MAN HAAS WAS THEN, AS HE IS NOW, A 
STOCKHOLDER, just as Mayor Hemphill is in 
THE CONSTITUTION. 
Of course the matter is understood. 


Money and Taxes. 

The St. Louis Republic is satisfied that 
so long as we have bad taxes without limit 
they will absorb all the good money in cir- 
culation, whether we expand the currency 
or retain our present per capita circulation. 

This view is eminently sound and just,and 
it emphasizes the importance of uniting tariff 
reform with financial reform. It will be 
useless to separate the two. We must join 
the two issues, make the fight on that line 
and win. 

It is easy to see how the robber tariff is 
largely responsible for the financial strin- 
gency which exists in the south and west 
nearly all the yearround. As our Missouri 
contemporary plainly shows, one dollar in 
every three now in circulation goes every 
year to the federal government in:the shape 
of taxes. 

This enormous drain is impoverishing the 
masses, because about half of the immense 
sum paid in taxes to the government is 
taken from the people in order to increase 
the prices of the necessaries of life, leaving 
-only two-thirds of the circulating medium 
in the hands of the citizens to use in pur- 
chasing these necessaries. 

What is the result? The money of the 
country is drawn into the hands of the goy- 

-ernment and of those whom it specially pro- 
¢tects, 

Stated in another shape, it may be said tha 
the tariff draws one-third of our money to 
the federal treasury, the northeastern. ports 
of entry andthe northeastern manufactur- 
ing towns. Of course this leaves the agri- 
cultural sections, the south and west, prac- 
tically without money. The Republic says: 

When the corn crop is tobe moved, the great 
dearth of cash in the field of its greatest produc- 
tion holds down its money value. When money 
is obtained to move it, the purchaser pays it to 
the farmer, who uses it to settle his accounts with 
his merchants, who immediately start it back to 
the northeast. This is what continually happens 
in the west. And itis exactly the same with the 
southern cotton crop. The money that comes in 
to “move” it goes out at once. 

The excessive rate of federal taxation, taking 
one-third of the total cash for the federal govern- 
ment and giving the manufacturing monopolies 

_ the privilege of levying private taxes on internal 
trade up to 54 per cent .on the average for all 
manufactured goods, has produced a situation 
under which all the cash not taken by the fed- 


eral government is hy its action put under the ab- 
solute control of its plutocratic favorites. 

When the situation is clearly understood, 
the west will see that free silver alone is 
not an adequate remedy. Unless we reform 

the vicious tariff system it will absorb all 
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reforms of the tariff and our financial sys- 
tern must go handin hand. We must not 
only stop the government when it attempts 


‘| to tax the agricultural interests to death, 


but we must have a financial system that 
will remove the ban of outlawry from those 
interests and place them on an equal footing 
with our commerce and manufactures. 
We must have a tariff that will*not cripple 
the business of the farmers, and we must 
have money enough to enable them to carry 
on their business, 

No half-way reform will do. We are suf- 
fering from too much tariff and too little 
money, and we must have less of the first 
and more of the latter, or become the serfs 
of the piutocrats and monopolists. 


The Agony Is Over. 

TRE CONSTITUTION authorizes the peo- 
ple of Atlanta and her suburbs to draw 
a@ long sigh of relief this morning. The 
long talked of trade—transfer—‘‘deal’’— 
whatever you may please to call it— 
bas been consummated. The street car 
system of the city and its extensions have 
been sold to the new company which has 
been negotiating for them for some time, 
and the first payment has been made. 

The administration of this new company 
will be welcomed most heartily, and the 
people will unite in holding up its hands 
and in meeting it half-way in any effort 
that looks to the improvement of the ser- 
vice. Likewise the people will expect 
the new company to make the needed 
and long expected improvements in the 
matter of electric lines and real rapid 
transit. THE CONSTITUTION assures these 
investors in our street car system that 
every display of liberality and real enter- 
prise will be met more than half-way 
by the citizens of Atlanta. 

It is vitally important that the new 
company, in making its contemplated im- 
provements, should show no partiality be- 
tween. the various sections of the city 
where its lines run. This policy, which 
has been in effect for many years, and 
which has built up one portion of the 
city at the expense of the others, should 
be promptly discarded by the new com- 
pany. It is a policy that has made ene- 
mies for the old companies, and has 
caused the public to regard them with 
suspicion. 

To our citizens we will say that the 
new company comes with a_ backing 
strong enough to make the street car 
service of Atlanta the best and the most 
satisfactory-in the south. It is the duty 
of our people to help the new company 
make a success of its plans, for this re- 
sult will mean triumph for Atlanta. 


New Orleans and the Mufia. 
When the several members of the Mafia 
assassinated Chief of Police Hennessy in 
New Orleans, a few months ago, it required 
no prophet to predict that the murderers 


the agency of Judge Lynch. 

The crime was so cruel and dastardly that 
the people of New Orleans determined that 
not a single guilty man should escape. The 
verdict of Friday, announcing a mistrial in 
several cases, and finding the others not 
guilty, shocked the entire community. Under 
the cir¢éumstances the action of the mob 
of yesterday in wreaking vengeance upon 
the prisoners is not a matter of surprise. 

The provocation was great, but such ; 
lessness cannot be justified. We must 
stand by the law, the courts andthe verdicts 
of juries. Itis better to allow a few crim- 
inals to go unpunished than to plunge society 
into anarchy under the reign.of the mob. 

That good may come from this terrible 
outburst of popular wrath is more: than 
probable. After this it is safe to say that 
New Orleans will not be disturbed by the 
Mafia. This horrible society has terrorized 
Italy for centuries. It has established its 
branches in this country, and has success- 
fully pursued its career of robbery and assas- 
sination until the affair of yesterday gave it a 
sudden check. With such anawful warning 
before them we do not believe that these as- 
sassins will resume business at the old stand. 
They may make themselves felt in other 
cities, but not in the Crescent City. The 
result will be hailed with joy, but the law- 
less methods adopted to bring it about will 
be deplored by good citizens throughout the 
land. 


The Gold Clause in Mortgages. 

The money lenders are laying the founda- 
tions of a great scheme to defeat the free 
coinage of silver. The great corporations 
operating in the west are placing land loans 
on mortgages which contain a clause provid- 
ing that the loan shall be paid in gold. 
When we go back to the republican silver 
bill of last summer, which makes silver cer- 
tificates a legal tender, ‘‘except where gold 
is specified in the contract,’’ the scheme be- 
hind this gold clause begins to unfold itself, 
The gold-bugs have put it into the heads of 
the money lenders that the currency will be 
depreciated in the event of the free coinage 
of silver, and upon that the loan companies 
have taken advantage of the exception in 
last summer’s silver act to insert a gold 
clause in the mortgages. Thus we see the 
unfolding of a scheme intended to create 
obligations which will make the public be- 
lieve free coinage impracticable. The re- 
publican organs appear to be posted, for the 
gold clause had hardly begun to appear in 
land loans, when the organs began to call at- 
tention to it, and use itas an argument 
against the free coinage of silver. The re- 
publican congress paved the way, and now 
the republican press is walkinginit. It is 
one of the deepest and shrewdest schemes 
ever laid to defeat the will of the people, 
When a man is on the wrong side of a ques- 
tion, and wishes to stay on that side because 


itis profitable, he resorts to the tactics of

They see no reason 
why the silver of Nevada should not be 
coined on the same terms as the gold of 
Australia, and they feel that the Unitéd 
States are as competent as the Latin union to 
deal with silver. Once a legal tender in 
free use, it will hold its own, and will 
easily purchase the exchange with which to 
pay off gold bonds. 


Mr. Watterson’s Warning. . 

In a recent issue of his paper, Editor 
Watterson writes a leading editorial, which 
is devoted to giving a few words of warning 
to the democratic leaders and workers. 
This editorial is too long for reproduction 
here, but we take pleasure in giving a few 
extracts, in order that our readers may per- 
ceive what a leading democratic editor, who 
is also a party leader, is thinking about. In 
one part of his warning cry Editor Watter- 
son makes these remarks: 


Two points of disturbance are being advanced 
One of these relates to the . 


to mar our counsels. 
renomination of Mr. Cleveland; the other to the 
adoption of some, as yet undefined, but altered, 
policy as te silver coinage. 

Touching the first of these, the reflection ought 
to lessen the anxiety of those opposed to it that it 
depends largely, if not wholly, upon the action of 
the democrats of New York. If New York comes 
to the next national democratic convention re- 
sisting the nominatién of Mr. Cleveland, or se- 
riously divided upon it, his nomination would be 
suicidal. In that event, the party will be com- 
pelled to quit New York altogether, and to seek 
for a nominee elsewhere; for nothing could be 
more absurd than the suggestion of setting aside 
Mr. Cleveland, and substituting Governor Hill, or 
any other New Yorker, in his place. When we 
leave Cleveland we leave‘ New York. In the in- 
terval, however, the ex-president should be treated 
with the respectful consideration alike com- 
manded by his public services and the obligation 
we owe to the single democratic president we 
have had in thirty years. 

This is interesting, and partly true, but 
it does not cover the whole* ground, It 
does not go Very deep into the matter, and 
yet it is not lacking in importance. We 
advance the suggestion with diffidence, but 
it seemsto us just now that the question of 
Mr. Cleveland’s renomination is not a point 
of disturbance in the democratic party. 
That organization is long-suffering, but in a 
great many matters its impotence is no- 
torious. It cannot, for instance, compel 
Mr. Cleveland to desert the financial mug- 
wumps and go with the party and the people 
in favor of the free coinage of silver. In 
this direction it is absolutely powerless, 

It ought to be unnecessary to make such 
a remark as this, and yet the whole tone of 
Mr. Watterson’s editorial warning is to the 
effect that if Mr. Cleveland will not embrace 
this democratic doctrine; which is vital to 
the prosperity of the people, then the issue 
must be postponed until some time in the 
future when Mr. Cleveland’s importance 
shall have somewhat subsided. 

We have too much confidence in the 
sagacity of Mr. Watterson not to believe 
that he understands the situation more 
thoroughly than his quoted remarks appear 
to indicate. Assuredly he knows that the 
opposition to Mr. Cleveland in New York 
state is more powerful and more extensive 
than any real or supposititious movevent in 
favor of Governor Hill; assuredly he under- 
stands that Mr. Cleveland’s letter on silver 
has made this opposition, which has here- 
tofore been confined to the democratic or- 
ganization of New York state, co-extensive 
with the party in the south and West. 

We do not clearly understand Mr. Wat- 
terson’s assertion that ‘tif New York comes 
to the next national democratic convention 
resisting the nomination of Mr. Cleveland, 
or seriously divided upon it, his nomination 
would be suicidal,’’ and that ‘“‘when we 
leave Cleveland we leave New York,”’ 
These remarks, it seems to us, do not make 
agreeable traveling companions, so to speak. 
If it would be suicidal to nominate Mr. 
Cleveland in the face of New York’s opposi- 
tion‘ it would be equally suicidal to fail to 
nominate another New Yorker unanimously 
put forward by that state. 

And herein, as THe CONSTITUTION has 
pointed out before, lay the gist of the whole 
matter before Mr. Cleveland wrote his letter 
to the anti-Democratic Reform Club. Now 
that the letter has been written, it would be 
suicidal for even New York to favor his 
nomination. 


The States Falling in Line, 

One after another the states are falling in 
line with appropriations for the world’s ex- 
position at Chicago. California will devote 
$300,000 to that purpose; there isa bill be- 
fore the Missouri legislature asking for 
$150,000, in order that the interests of that 
state may be fairly represented; West Vir- 
ginia will have a $40,000 exhibit; North 
Carolina will invest $25,000; Alabama will 
be on deck, and other southern states are 
taking a lively interest in the work. 

It is generally admitted that this is the 
south’s great opportunity, and there can be 
no doubt of it. One cannot estimate the 
good results that will follow a creditable ex- 
hibit of the south’s resources at this great 
convention of the nations. ‘* There’s 
millionsin it!’”? And millions will surely 


follow it.

* she will be there to answer when the roll of 


states is called. The spirit of the people 
has been aroused; the press of the state is 
active in the work, and we look forward 
hopefully to its splendid consummation.

She must prove herright to 
Pa title by a crowning triumph at the world’s 
air. 


The Next Speaker. 

The final retirement of Mr. Reed from his 
high position in the house of representatives 
has given the press an excuse for discussing 
the question of a successor to the Maine 
bully, Our northern contemporaries appear 
to be taking more interest iu the matter than 
newspapers nearer home, and singularly 
enough, they seem to favor a man from the 
south. Here isa fair sample of the senti- 
ment which seems to prevail.

Under Southern Suns. 

Professor David Swing and other north- 
ern writers have vainly attempted to show 
that there is something ina southern cli- 
mate which prevents the development of a 
man’s best physical and mental vigor. 

That such nonsense should be read and 
seriously considered is almost incredible, but 
Miss Kate Field, in her bright weekly, 
Washington, briefly and breezily shows up 
the other side ofthe case. The points Miss 
Field makes are worth summarizing. She 
says, in substance, that we have received 
the richest legacies of the human brain and 
soul, not from harsh climates, but from 
those countries where life, being something 
besides aceaseless struggle with the ele- 
ments, gives the soul time to blossom. 
Thus the learning of the world was pre- 
served for agesin Arabia. The entire orient 
was the cradle of languages and poems. 

Intellectual and physical activity was 
never more notable than among the He- 
brews, the old empires of Assyria, and Per- 
sia, and India, and Egypt. Palestine sent 
forth a prophet or two beneath her mid- 
summer Christmas stars. Was not Spain 
the land of chivalry, song and story? Did 
not Columbus and Galileo come out of 
Italy? 

The northern nations have madea fine 
record, but the ancient Romans certainly left 
an imperishable impress upon the world of 
literature, art and science, besides carrying 
their conquering eagles all over what was 
then known of the globe. Greece, too, was 
not altogether in the background in those 
days. 

It is all very well to talk of what has been 
accomplished in the north, but we must take 
the record of the centuries. The countries 
we have named have no reason to shun com- 
parison with Russia, Norway, Sweden, 
Great Britain or Germany. 

After all, as the fair editor of Washington 
puts it: 

Art, science, philosophy, statecraft, the match- 
less craft of war, power, knowledge, beauty, all 
the grace of living and the strength of life, the 
poet, the painter, the musician, the student, the 
philosopher, the hero, the saint, have all been 
cradied in the breast of the.sacred south. The 
light of the world through a thousand windows 
has streamed from a southern sun. 

The picture isnot overdrawn. The facts 
of history support it. The best energies of 
men find their fullest and most effective play 
under a southern sun. 


As Simpson Sees It. 

Now that Congressman Jerry Simpson 
has established the fact that he wears 
socks, he is able to make his utterances 
reach a much larger audience, and the 
country is ready and even anxious to hear 
from him. 

In a talk to the farmers at Annapolis, the 
other day, Mr. Simpson got off several good 
things. He boldly declared that we got rid 
of 4,000,000 black slaves to enslave a whole 
race of people north and south. This con- 
dition of affairs, he said, was mainly due to 
the tariff. He denounced protection as a 
fraud, of no benefit to the masses, but en- 
couraging the growth of the great syndicates 
which own the iron and lumber of the 
country, controlling prices and rapidly ac- 
chmulating wealth. ‘‘Now,’ said Mr. 
Simpson, ‘‘when I raise corn I want to ex- 
change it where I can get the most coats, 
overcoats, underclothes, dressgoods and 
socks. England is getting possession of our 
country, and lands in Maryland have de- 
creased because laws prevent people from 
getting goods where they are cheapest.”’ 

The speaker appealed to his hearers not to 
become a race of slaves like their brethren 
in Europe. Sofar the speech was on the 
right line, but towards the close it sailed 
into newspapers, and the charge was made 
that they were bought up, and that a news- 
paper man would no more dare to give a 
new idea to the world than he would dare to 
shoot a subscriber. 

This was a bad break on the part of Mr. 
Simpson. He must know that there never 
wasatime when newspapers were more 
outspoken on every question. Ifthere are 
a few newspapers advocating the policy of 
the monopolists and plutocrats, there are 
many more newspapers standing by the 
farmers and fighting the robber tariff. The 
fling about new ideas was mere twaddle. 
When the times demand new ideas the 
newspapers will advance them. Just at 
present the interests of the people demand 
that certain old ideas shall be championed, 
and as most of them are embodied in what 
is known as Jeffersonian democracy, the 
journalist who successfully reasserts and 
upholds its principlesis doing better work 


than the formulator of new theories and |. 


doubtful. methods. Without the public- 
spirited and unrewarded enterprise of the 
newspapers Mr. Simpson’s light would have 
remained under a bushel for a long time, 
and very likely forever. When this inex- 
perienced statesman gets a little farther 
along he will regard the press as the most 
powerful agent, and the wisest and most 
unselfish advocate that the people’s cause 
ever had. The press and the people in such 
a republic asours must stand or fall to- 
gether.

y SHORT TALK WITH THE ADMIRAL. 


AM SURE every one 
of the Atlanta party 
who had the good for- 
tune to be entertained 
by Admiral Walker and 


the officers of his squad- 
ron will agree with me 
that a day with the 
white sqadron is a day 
for a land-lubber to re- 
member. 
=e Our first sight of the 
white squadron was as 
we steamed out on the 
ttle tug, Juno, beyond Fort Pickens, outside 
of Pensacola bay and into the gulf. Fora 
long time we could see nothing of the long- 
gought-for men-of-war. The wind kept blow- 
ing harder and harder; the Atlanta delega- 
tion approached nearer and nearer the throes 
of sea-sickness, and everybody was about to 
give it up asa bad job when the captain of the 
tug called attention to a little stream of thin 
gnoke on the horizon far ahead. 

“There’s the squadron,”’ he said, “and 
they're coming this way.” 

How he knew that we could not tell, but we 
took his word for it, and sure enough, in a 
briefer space of time than it takes to tell it, 
the tall masts of the warships were plainly 
visible. Nearer and nearer they came, and 
then we could see that we had arrived in time 
to witness some of their evolutions. 

On board the Chicago that day several 
prominent members of the naval committee 
of the senate and house were the guests of the 
admiral, and when we first saw them the ships 
were on their way from far out intothe gulf, 

‘where they had been engaged in long-range 
target practice. It was a beautiful sight— 
this handfull of pure-white, clean-rigged men- 
of-war, and you may imagine we watched 
them closely as one after the other they came 
into clear view. 

First came the Chicago, the flagship. 
With our glasses we could see in her stern the 
signaling by which the movements of the other 
boats were directed. 

As they came toward us they seemed to be 
moving in single file; then a signal brought 
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afloat, and she is said to be regarded with great 
favor by naval experts of other countries who 


The first of the cruisers commissioned was 
the Atlanta. Her acceptance and commission 
marks an important epoch in the history of the 
navy of the United States, for she was the 
precursor of the new navy, that monument 
to American common sense, at last aroused to 
® realization of the fact that we had no navy 
worthy the name. ' 

It was six or seven years ago that the people 
began to realize the real necessities 
of the navy—that constant butt of 
ridicule at the hands of politicians and news- 
paper paragraphers. Congress gave ear to the 
popular demand for something to replace or 
supplement the old wooden vessels, and ap- 
pointed an advisogy board, consisting of naval 
officers and civiliang, who, after studying the 
question closely, recommended the building of 
four steel cruisers. The Chicago of 4,500 tons, 
the Atlanta aid Boston of 3,000 tons each and 
the Dolphin of 1,500 tons. The contract for 
the Atlanta and the Boston was let 
at the same time, but the work upon 
the Atlanta was pushed ahead so that she was 
finished fully a year before the Boston. 

The Atlanta was built by John Roach, at his 
works on the Delaware. A few technical facts 
about her will, I know, be of interest to the 
people of the city from whom she gets her 
name. 

She is made of steel, is 283 feet in length, 
42 feet beam, 24 feet depth of hold, with a dis- 
placement of 2,800 tons. She has compound 
engines of 3,500 horsepower, and is capable of 
a speed of 15.5 knots an hour. 

The Atlanta carries a battery of two eight- 
inch rifle guns, six six-inch rifles; two six- 
pounder, two three-pounder, and two one- 
pounder rapid fire guns; four Hotchkiss re- 
volver cannon and two gattling guns. The 
eigth-inch guns fire shells weighing 250 
pounds, each, and the powder charge weighs 
125 pounds, Each of these guns has an ex- 


trained by steam, and are as fine guns of their 
caliber as those on any ship in the world. 


Of the Yorktown, the only thing that need 


than either the Boston or the Atlanta, but she 
is the swiftest of all the cruisers. In addition 
to the guns she carries six torpedo launching 
tubes. On the measure trials at Newport her 
average speed for four hours was 16.7 knots.

The others are given 
honorable dismissal. We have young men 
here on the Chicago, and the other ships of 
the squadren—the brightest sort of fellows— 
who, with the opportunity, would: make a 
name for themselves, but who virtually stag- 
nate. The law governing retirement in our 
navy fixes it for all officers at sixty-two years 
of age. The result is that the men have to 
wait for casualty or death to give them an op- 


portunity to go ahead. The promotion is, o 
course, all by seniority of rank. There is no 
chance for a man to go ahead, no matter how 
able he may be, except through. this slow pro- 
. cess J have mentioned.” 

“You have told of the disease; what is the 
remedy ?’’ 

“What we ought to have, and what the na- 
vies of other nations of the world have, is a 
graded retiring list,”’ explained the admiral.

A New Connection for the Seaboard Altr- 
. Line—Mr. Hoffman andMr. luman 
Heard From—New Lines, 


The Georgia Midland now appears as a prob- 
able connection for the Seaboard Air-Line. 

There are indications that another railroad 
will be running into Atlanta before. many 
months have passed. 


The Georgia Midland is making arrange- 


ments to build a line from McDonough to con- 
nect with the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
at one of two points, and Atlanta is pretty 
sure to be chosen. 

At first the idea Was to build from McDon- 
ough through Covington and Monroe, to con- 
nect with the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
at Athens. This route has been carefully con- 
sidered, and at one time it looked like a pretty 
sure thing, but a project to build from Mc- 
Donough to Atlanta and connect 
with, the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
here seems to have the preference. It is only 
twenty-eight miles f McDonough to At 
lauta a that route and this is only about half 
the distance to Athens. The same eastern 
connection is made and in addition the busi- 
ness of Atlanta is reached and connections are 
made with all the roads centering here. This 
hasabout decided the Georgia Midland to 
come here, 

Major W. S. Greene, chief engineer of the 
Georgia Midland, Columbus Southern and 
the Aiabama, Georgia and Florida, was in the 
city yesterday and gave this inforination. 

In addition he gave some interesting facts 
concerning the Quitman and Tampa road 
and the Alabama, Georgia and West 
Fiorida. Edward A. Greene, a son of Major 
Greene, is engineer for the Quitman road, and 
there seems little doubt thatit will be built, 
It is 250 miles from Quitman to Tampa, and 
the line runs through a rich phosphate region. 
From Quitman it is projected to Albany, 
where it connects with the Columbus South- 
ern. There is’some kind of understanding be- 
tween the Quitman and Tampa for an ex- 
change of business with the Columbus South- 
ern. At Albany connection will also be made 
with the Central and the Georgia Southern 
and Florida over the Albany, Florida and 
Northern. 

The road which Major Greene considers of 
immense importance to Georgia is the Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Florida, surveyed from 
Quincy, Fla., to Bainbridge, from there north- 
ward through Colquitt and Cuthbert, and 
across the Chattahoochee at Florence. Thence 
it continues in a northwest direction through 
Tuskegee to Birmingham. It is 300 miles 
long, and will get a big business from the 
Fiorida Central and Western, at Quincey, and 
a viagah Page gy and cotton business along the 
line. Mr. G. Gunby Jordan is general man- 
ager, and Major Greene thinks the road will 
be buiit. 

The Seaboard Air-Line. 

In reply to a te-egram, the editorof Tar 
CONSTITUTION received the following letter 
from Vice President Hoffinan, of the Seaboard. 
Air-Line. It gives his version of the arrange- 
ment which was not closed with the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, and announces ofiicially 
that the proposed Macon and Elberton con- 
nection is off; 

bLv1iOR CONSTITUTION: The examination made 
by our people has not been satisfactory, and 
they have declined to accept the Georgia Southern 
and Florida road. The contract was an option 
subject tv-exaimination and confirmation of state- 
ments. The tailure toconsummate the transac- 
tion will of course prevent the building of the 
proposed road. Ido not know the particulars of 
the matter, as Mr. Robinson is still in the south.

Mr. Inman’s Emphatic Disclaimer. 

Mr. John H. Inman wasin the city yester- 
day, and there wag a good deal of curiosity to 
know what he had to say about this failure of 
cousummation of the arrangement between the 
Georgia Southern railroad anc the’ Robinson 
system. 

Mr. Inman talked very emphatically on the 
subject. Regarding the report that the Ter. 
minal Company, and Mr. Gould in particular, 
had something todo with breaking off nego- 
tiations between the Seaboard and Roanake 
people and the Macon Construction Company, 
he said: 

“IT can deny in the most positive terms that 
either the Terminal company, or anybody con- 
nected with it, including Mr. Gould, has had 
anything whatever to do with either the trade or 
breaking it off. None of our people have had any 
communication|whatever with Mr. Robinson 
or his associates in regard to the matter; and 
furthermore, i think it may be well for the 
public to know that Mr. Robinson isa man of 
hisown mind. He is not accustomed to being 


influenced by other peopie,and especially those | 


engaged in what might be termed competitive 
railroads, and the breaking off of the so- 
called contract was as much a surprise to my- 
self and associates as it could have been to any 
one else, I reiterate in the most positive 
terms that neither myself nor any of my asso- 
ciates had anything to do leading towards a 
disruption of negotiations, 

‘‘{ wish the pubiic could understand, once 
forall, that the Richmond and West Point 
Terminal Company, with its system of roads, 
is working to build up the country and create 
business for itself by furnishing facilities and 
improving its service, instead of being con- 
stantly on the lookout to crush new railroad 
enterprises, or engaging in contests with rival 
lines. There is room enough forall and busi- 
ness for all, especially if a policy of develop- 
ment is followed whereby the country keeps 
growth at-an equal pace with the railroads. 
I donot think the life or prosperity of the 
Terminal company depends upon its breaking 
down new railroads, and disappointing the 
hopes of those who put their money in them, 
even if it were as powerful in that direction as 
it has credit for. Our hope is that, by attend- 
ing to our own business, we will be able to live 
and prosper, and in doing this we have enough 
to engage our attention without going out of 
our way to break down the credit and impair 
the usefulness of other lines.”
